The archival cuide herewith 
presented is intended to meet the requirements of day-to-day administra- 
tion by the officials of the county, and also the needs of lawyers, 
business men and other citizens who require facts from the public 
records for the proper conduct of their affairs.

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In order to obtain adequate knowledge bf county history, historians 
must be in & position to study individual county offices from the records 
of that office that they m&y be &ble to determine the origin and develop- 
ment of the county office &s & political unit, The most important source 
materials from which to get a true history of any one county are the re- 
cords of the county offices. Much of this archival material has been 
lost or destroyed, and the balance of such material which is not current 
lies forgotten and uninventoried in dusty vaults and basements, where it 
is rapidly deteriorating through lack of care. The recognition that this 
basic material, so necessary for historical research, be discovered and 
inventoried led to the organization of a federal project, The Historical 
Records Survey, 


This survey beran operations in Colorado in February 1936 under the 
administrative supervision of the Federal lViriters' Project. In July 1936, 
mainly because of the impossibility of simultaneously placing local units 
of the two projects in the same communities, the Survey commenced to 
function independently of the Writers! Project. In November 1926 the 
Historical Records Survey of Colorado became an independent part of 
Fedoral Project No. 1 with Preston B, Albright as state director, On 
July 16, 1937, Preston B. Albright was succceded as state director by 
C. iie Sublette, At the same time, tho Colorado Springs office secured 
space donated by El Paso County on tho third floor of the oourthouso, 
while the city and countv of Denver provided for & six months period the 
rooms located at 307 Police Building for the project in Denver; after 
this pcriod, the National Parks Service furnished space at 108 Old 
Custom House Building. At the end of six months the sity and sounty of 
Denver asain prowided an office, this timo in thc City and Count; Building, 


Tho Inventory of County Archives of Colorado when comploted will con- 
sist of a book for oacn of the sixtv-threo counties withi: the statc. 
Zach publication is divided into an historical skotch, an essay on novcorn- 
mental organization, an essay on carc and housing of records which pic- 
tures the conditions under which rocords are preserved, and is followcd by 
tho inventory proper arranged by office and bureau. The records aro ar- 
ranged with those of the administrative branches of the county goverment 
first, followed by land, judicial, law onforcemcnt, fiscal, cducational, 
and misccllancous arcncics. lLiinor agencics are placod in the gencral ar~ 
rangomont according to function, rather than according to constitutional 
or statutory responsibility to a major subdivision. The legal status of 
cach office or agoncy has boon troatod in a prefctorv scction precoding 
the inventory of the rocords of the office, 


The Historical Records Survey in Conejos County was begun on Junc 29, 
19373; and on August $0, 1937 tho ficld invontory was completed by the 
project personnel in Conejos County, under the local supervision of 
Robort He Crow, ficld supervisor. For the accuracy of the inventory, the

le HISTORICAL SKETCH OF CONEJOS COUNTY 


The plain of the San Luis Valley was once the bed of a great primeval 
sea or lake and is extremely level and threaded by great irrigation ccnals 
to which are owed most of the agricultural fruitfulness of this region. 
Supplementing the irrigation canals, cre numerous streams which flow 
through the valley and are tributaries of the Rio Grande River, The avere 
age elevation of the valley is 7,500 feet above sen level and it is cntirely 
surrounded by lofty mountains which reach a height of from 13,000 to 14,000 
feet and are crowncd with snow most of the year, 


The earliest. known written record of the country which now comprises 
Conejos County is that made by the explorer, Zebulon M, Pike, who wrote 
that in 1807 during his ecrly trovels through the Rocky Mountains upon 
reaching a point on Conejos River near the present town of Sanford, on 
Jenuary 3, he planted the first Amorican flog cnd built a fort on the 
land which later became known as the San Luis Valley in the State of 
Colorado (Colorado hiagazine, 8:137, Pamphlet C. P. 978.8, 175, Denver 


Public Library). 


This land wes originally granted to Jose Marie Martinez and Antonio 
Martinez of El Rito, Mexico, and Julien Gallegos and Seledon Valdez of 
Taos, Northorn Department of Mexico, October 12, 1842, The manner of 
bestowing this grant, with a description of its boundcrios, are vaguely 
described in the original documont now on file with the Gencral Lond Officc, 
Denver, Colorado, parts of which are quoted as follows: "On the north by 
La Gerita Hill, on tho south by tho San Antonio Mountcins, on the oast 
by Rio Del Norto, and on the west by timbered mountains embraced by tho 
tract". Thon follows an account of how the lands were allotted to the 
Original colonists: "By measuring off to them the planting lots from 
the plateau Bend, thoro foll to cach one of the settlors 200 varas in 
a straight line from tho San Antonio Rivor and its adjoining hills and 
its margins, to the La Jara River inclusive, there being eighty-four 
fcmilios, c surplus in tho upper portion toward tho canon of said river 
romnining for sottloment of others, from where tho two separate upward, 
cnd in tho lowor portion from tho bend aforesaid to the Del Norte River, 
notifying the colonists that the pastures and watering places romein in 
common as statod, and tho roads for cntcring and lcaving tho town shall 
remc.in open cnd froe whorever they may be, without anyone boing authorized 
to obstruct thom. And be it known henccforth, that Messrs. Antonio Mar- 
tinez and Julian Gallogos arc the privileged individuols, thoy having 
obtained the said grant to the land on the Concjos, and thoy should bo 
troetod as they morit. And, in ordor that all the foregoing mey in all 
times appear, I signed the grant with the witnossos in my attondanco, with 
whom I act by appointment for want of a public or national notary, thoro 
being none in this department of Now Mexico. To all of which I certify., 


(Signcd) Cornelio Vigil", 
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Possession of the grant was given as follows, the same being tran- 
scribed from the record: "Cornelio Vigil, first Justice of the Peace of 
the First Demarcation of Taos, in pursuance of the decree and directions 
of the Honorable, the prefect of this district, Juan Andres Archuleta, 
under date of February 23rd, 1842, and which appears in the petitions 
presented by the applicant (Martinez, Gallegos and Veldex) asking that 
the Conejos River be given in possession of them, and I, the said Justice 
of the Peace having proceeded to the tract in company with the two wit- 
nesses in my attendance, who were the citizens, Santiago Martinez and 
zugenio Navanro, and eighty-threo heads of families boing present, some 
of them in person and some by attorney, produced and explained to them 
their petitions, and informed them that to obtain the said land they 
would have to respect and comply in due legal form with the following 
conditions". The conditions were that they were to occupy and cultivate 
the lands, raise stock, etc. Failure to do so for a certain number of 
years would work a forfeiture of their rights. Then, "All, and each for 
himself, having heard and accepted the conditions hereinbefore prescribed, 
they accordingly all unanimously replied that they accepted and compre- 
hended what was required of them, whereupon, I took thom by tho hand, and 
declared, in a loud and intelligible voice, that in the name of the 
Sovereign Constituent Congress of the Union, and without prejudice to the 
National interest or to those of any third party, I led them over the 
tract and granted to them the land; and they plucked up grass, cast 
stones and exclaimed in voices of gladness, saying: ‘*Long live the 
Sovereignity of our nation', taking possession of said tract quietly 
and peaceably without any opposition the boundaries designated to them". 


While Manual Gallegos and Veldez took nossession as stated, the 
Indians resenting the intrusion upon their cherished hunting and camping 
grounds, harassed tho settlors continually and finally drove thom out. 

No poem improvements wore made (Frank Hell, History of Colorado, IV: 
90-93), 


Six yoars lator, in 1848, this land, togother with all tho country 
wost of tho Rockies comprising the presont Stato of Colorado, was cedod 
to the United States ty Mexico (Frank Bond, Historical Sketch of Louisiana 
Purchaso, Map Noe 6), bocoming a part of Now Moxico Territory at this 
timo (Bonjamin M. Read, Illustratod History of low Moxico, p. 438). 


Nothing further wes done toward colonization of this tract until in 
1854 when Major Lafayevte Head, who had become a frontiersman of import- 
ance, undertook the venture. Mr. Head was born at Heads Fort, Howard 
County, Missouri, April 19, 1825. In August 1846, at the age of twenty- 
one, he enlisted as a private in Company B, Ue Se Volunteers, for twelve 
months under Colonel Sterling Price, and marched with the command to 
Santa Fe. At the expiration of his enlistment, he decided to remain in 
that country. He took a clerkship in a store, remaining until February 
1849, when he went to Abiquiu with a small stock of goods, where he opened 
a stores It was about this time that Major Head was brought into public 
prominence and began what was to be a brilliant political career. In 
1850 he was appointed Deputy U. Se. larshal for the Northorn District of 
Now Mexico; in 1857 he was elected sheriff of Rio Arriba County for two 
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years; in 1852 he was appointed special agent for the Jiccarilla Apaches 
and Copite Utes, and in 1853 he was elected a representative for Rio 
Arriba County to the territorial legislature, Meantime, the money he had 
accumulated had been lost, and in 1854, having been urged to attempt the 
colonization of the Martinez grant in the San Luis Valley, he assembled 
about fifty New Mexican families and settled them in the valley on the 
north side of the Conejos River where they organized a community, naming 
it Guadalupe in honor of "Our Lady of Guadalupe", They built adobe 
houses and engaged in cultivating the soil and in raising stock. At one 
time the colony became reduced to twelve families when some of the 
original colonists grew faint-hearted and returned to their old homes, 
but their places were soon filled by others. Indians frequently 
threatened the settlement, and on one occasion, the l?th of March, 1854, 
Utes and Apaches surrounded the town and & fierce fight ensued, lasting 
from just before sunrise, the traditional time of attack by Indians, 
until noon, when the savages were driven away, leaving some wounded but 
no casualties among the colonists. 


In 1856 Mr. Head was elected to the senate of the New Mexico legis- 
lature and in 1858 was re-elected and made president of that body, of 
which there were only two American mombers, In 1859 he was appointed 
agent for the Tabeguache Utes, which office he retaincd until 1868. In 
1873 he was clected to the council or scnate of the 10th territorial 
legislature of Colorado, represcnting Costilla and Conejos Counties. 

In 1875 he was elected a member of the convention which framed the state 
constitution, and was appointed on the committees on executive depart- 
ment, on the bill of rights, and to the chairmanship of that on miscel- 
laneous provisions, When the state convention met in Pueblo to nominate 
its ticket, he was brought forward as a leading candidate for governor- 
ship, but yielded the place to John Le Routt, taking the office of 
lieutenant governor. In the first general assembly he presided over tho 
senate, 


The little colony on the Conejos multiplied and prospered during all 
these years. The inhabitants continued to farm the fertile and productive 
soil and soon acquired a respectable amount of possessions, (Frank Fall, 
History of Colorado, IV: 90-95.) 


In 1865 Major Head built a house on the south side of the Conejos 
River (Frank Hall, History of Colorado, IV:92). This was dono as Guada- 
lupe was unfortunately built in tho low-lands of the Conejos River ond 
was subject to inundations in time of high water. Others followed Najor 
Head and a now town was soon built on the high-lands on what was called 
"The Island", so termod because it is almost enclosed by the Conejos 
River on onc side and the San Antonio creek on the other. This is the 
present town of Conejos and the presont county scat of Concjos County, 
(Life of Bishop Machabeuf, p. 236.) 


The first territorial county scat was cstablishcd at Guadalupe but 
immediatcly there aroso a contontion betwoon the settlers of Conojos and 
those of Guadalupe as to whero tho county seat should be locatcd, Tho 
county records were in the possossion of tho group at Guadalupe. It is 
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a matter of whispered history that these records were appropriated by 
night and removed to Conejos where they were held until the matter was 
officially settled some days later and the county seat established at 
Conejos. (Pamphlet 349, Noe 30.) `’ 


It was during one of Father Machabeuf!s missionary trips through 
this territory and to the new town of Conejos that he selected & location 
for the building of a "jakal" church, which was built in 1856 (Life of 
Bishop Machabeuf, p. 237). Two years later the structure was replaced 
by a new church of monastic design with bell towers and a concave space 
over tho door to shelter a statue of Our Lady of Guadalupe. Tho first 
bell to be hung was made from every available material collected by 
Major Head, Seledon Valdez, and Jesus Maria Velasquez. Many of the 
women of the parish contributed jewelry, plate, and metal coins as a 
matter of Spanish custom. The bell was cast by Francisco Lujin and 
Pedro Lobato, two settlers on the Antonio River, four miles south of 
Conejose The towers and front of this original church are incorporated 
in a new brick edifice erected in 1930 to replace the adobe walls which 
had been cracked and disintegrated by firo. (Pamphlet 349, No. 30.) 


With the creation of the Territory of Colorado, February 28, 1861, 
part of the Territory of New Mexico, including what is now Conejos County, 
was incorporated in the new Territory; and on Novembor 1 of that same year, 
the first territorial assembly divided Colorado into seventeen counties, 
one of which was Guadalupe County, so named in honor of the patron Saint 
of Mexico, (University Studies 3:197 et seq.) but six days later the name 
Conejos, meaning “rabbit” and taken from the river running through the 
county upon which the Spanish explorers had first conferred the name, was 
adopted instead (Colorado Marazine, 8:56). 


Failing to secure a confirmation of the old Mexican land grant, 
many of the settlers at this time ottained title to their lands under 
the laws of the United States (Frank Hall, History of Colorado, IV: 90-93), 


As it stood in 1861, Conejos County covered about one-fourth of the 
entire area of the state wost of the Rocky Mountains and its dimensions 
were made still larger when, as a result of a dispute over tho Conojos- 
Costilla boundary line, tho third legislative assembly in 1864 decided in 
favor of Conejos County, But in 1874 the tenth legislative assombdly 
creatod La Plata, Hinsdale, and Rio Grande Counties from parts of Lake 
and Conejos Counties, leaving the latter county a small oxlong strip 
along the Mew Mexico state line. Again in 1885 the fifth general assembly 
took from Conejos another county, Archuleta, thus once more diminishing 
its size; and in 1913 the twentieth assembly carved Alamosa County from 
parts of Conejos and Costilla Counties, making a last reduction in area 
of the once vast county. (University of Colorado Studies 3:197, et seq.) 
Today Conejos County has an area of 801,280 acres, 52.58 per cent of 
which is patented land; 21.39 per cent, homestcad land; 34.27 per cent, 
national forest; and 7.67 per cent, state land (Colorado Year Book, 
1933=34),it is bounded on the north by Rio Grande and Alamosa Counties, 
and on the oast by Costilla County, on tho south by the New Mexico state 
line, and on the west by Archuleta County. 
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The first irrigation in Conejos County of which there is positive 
record is that done by forty-eight early settlers who constructed the 
Guadalupe Ditch in 1855s this ditch was given the first priority right in 
the county, dating from March 1, 1855. In the same year Major Head con= 
structed the Conejos Mill Ditch which on May lst was given the second 
priority right in Conejos County. (Pamphlet 249, No. 31.) In 1857 liajor 
Head erected a flour mill to replace the handmade mortars and stones pre- 
viously used to grind grain. A pair of stones from St, Louis, Missouri, 
was freighted in through Santa Fe, and water for power was taken from the 
Conejos Mill Ditch, (Pamphlet 349, No. 30.) 


The most prominent of the early towns to be established in Conejos 
County were Alamosa, which filed a town plat in 1878 and later became the 
county seat of Alamosa County; Manassa, a Mormon settlement founded in 1878; 
La Jara, platted in 1887; Antonito, platted in 1889; and Sanford, platted 
in 1892 (Frank Hall, History of Colorado, IV:99), 


It is impossible to collect much data from the early records of 
Conejos County, as all preserved records are stored in the courthouse base= 
ment and rendored almost illegible by moisture and seepage from rain end 
irrigation water. From these records, it was discovered that Jesus Maria 
Velasquez was the probate judge in 1862; Manuel Lucero, county clork; 
hioguel Antonio Martinez, sheriff; Jose Gabricl Martinez, treasurers Pedro 
Antonio Lobato, chairman of the board of commissioncrse (Minutos of tho 
County Commissioners of Conejos County.) Um 


A small adobe building across the highway from the present courthouse 
in Conejos was used as a courthouse and depository for records previous to 
1890. In this year agitation arose among the people of the newly platted 
town of La Jara to move the county seat to this new location, but the move 
was thwarted by the county commissioners in Conejos who erected a handsome 
new courthouse of white sandstone to take the place of the dilapidated 
adobe — had previously served the countye (Pamphlet 349, 

Noe 30, 


The public school system of Conejos County owes much of its orgoniza- 
tion to Mr. Ce He Brinkenstein who was the superintendent in 1888 and 
established seven new districts in that year. In 1887 there were only two 
grade schools in the county; a year later there were four and a material 
increase of interest was manifested by the census of 1890, the total school 
population was 2,953 with an enrollment of 1,933 and an average daily 
attendance of 1,027, (Frank Hall, History of Colorado, IV:101.) At present 
there are forty-three public schools, the total school population is 
3,713, the enrollment is 2,960, the average daily attendance 2,061 (Colorado 
Year Book, 1932=34). u 


The soil of the county is a decp sandy locm, and prior to the demon- 
stration of its value through the construction by the settlers of large 
irrigation canals, it was unfit for cultivation. The proper application of 
water and knowledge of how to till the gound has mode it very productive, 
It is especially adapted to grasses, wheat, barley, octs, peas, hops, 
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and all the hardy vegetables, Much attention has been given to raising 
potatoes which return large yields and are of superior quality. Vege- 
tables attain great size, small fruits are plentiful and very fine, but 
little corn is grown, Instead, many tracts are sown broadcast to peas, 
and the crop is for feeding hogs and is found to be an excellent sub- 
stitute for corn. (Frank Hall, History of Colorado, IV:101.) 


The success of farming here, as elsewhere in the state, is dependent 
upon irrigation. Conejos County had an investment in irrigation enter- 
prises in 1933 of $1,478,246.00 (103 enterprises), 357 miles of main 
canals and laterals with 1,201 irrigated farms. (Colorado Year Book, 
1933-34,) | Mc EQ MEC CEN 


In the southern part of the county several hundred flowing artesian 
wells have supplemented the irrigation canals; this underflow is found et 
about 100 feet. The first artesian well was sunk in 1887 by S, Pe Hoine 
on Empire Farm, six miles south of Alamosa, and the flow of water attained 
after that was 72 feet. This discovery proved of immense importance to 
all the people of this section and the éxample was followed by many others 
during the following year. (Frank Hall, History of Colorado, IV:96.) 


Conejos County ranks twenty-fifth in population within the state, 
having a total population of 9,803 of which 9,614 are native born whites, 
the remaining 170 consist of 86 foreign born whites, 4 negroes, 135 Indians, 
41 Japanese, and 26 Mexicens, These inhabitants are distributed over an 
arca of 1,252 square miles, the number of people per square mile 
being 728. The assessed valuation per capita is $974.81, and taxes assessed 
per capita are $33,333; the bank deposits per capita are $673.95. 

(Colorado Year Book, 1935-34.) 


About one-third, or 54,27 per cent, of the entire crea oi tnis county 
is included within the boundaries of the Rio Grande National Forest, A 
congressional act provides that 25 per cent of the total receipts from the 
sale of timber, forage, and other forest resources bo returned to the 
counties within which the forests are located, to be uscd for roads and 
schools. Conejos County in 1933 realized the sum of $1,928.27 from this 
source. (ibid.) 


A steady growth and carefully planned ferming has given forty-first 


place within the state to Conejos County, with on asscssed farm property 
valuation amounting to $12,388,416.00 (ibid.).

lexican Government 


Before Colorado was established as a territory, the area in which 
Conejos County lies was governed by the Northern Department of }-exico as 
a part of Taos County, New Mexico. On February 8, 1835 Governor Don 
Santiago Abreu directed Carlos Beaubien and Juan Lobato to grant the lands 
called "de los Conejos" to those who asked for then, but it was not until 
1842 that these lands were permanently granted to Jose and Antonio Martinez 
of El Rito, New Mexico and Julian Gallegos and Seledon Valdez of Taos, 
New Lexico and the boundaries of the grant set by Cornelio Vigil, justice 
of the peace of Taos. Although l'exico exercised governmental power over 
this grant at this time, none of the later territorial laws governing 
Conejos County devcloped from the laws of Mexico. (Pamphlet 349, No. 30, 
St. Hist. Soc. Library.) mm

On November 6, 1858 He Je Graham was elected by settlers in and around 
Denver as a delegate to Viashington to present the necessity for the organi- 
zation of a territory. He went at his own expense to petition congress for 
the creation of a territorial rovernment, His effort met with failure and 
the dissatisfied settlers becoming impatient with continued general law- 
lessness, lack of authority, and failure of Washington to approve the organ- 
ization of a territory, voted on October 24, 1859 to organize themselves 
as the Territory of Jefferson, with Robert 1e Steele as governor. This 
territory, a spontaneous governmental erection by the people, was neither 
recognized nor given legal standing by the United States government. The 
Jefferson territorial legisleture met November 7, 1859 in Denver and adopted 
a complete code of laws which gave legality to the decisions of the several 
miners! and people's courts organized previously by the settlers to promote 
law and order, The laws and decisions of these courts, crude and elementary, 
were obeyed perfunctorily by the miners in preference to any romote juris- 
diction, but in spite of their existcnce lawlessness and crime grew in the 
territory, and because the laws of this territory had no sanction from the 
United States govornment, it was impossible to enforce them, (Robert 
Lawrence Stearns, Colorado, & Study in Frontier Sovercirnty, pp. 16-18.) 

No records wero found in Concjos County indicating that the settlers there 
cvor recognized the authority of the Territory of Jofforson, 


Colorado Torritory 


Mcanwhilo, thc rcprosontativo sont to congress to prosont thc ocusc 
of the Territory of Jefferson argued the necessity for governmental re- 
cognition so eloquently that congress passed the Organic Act creating 
the Territory of Colorado. This act was approved by President Buchanan 
on February 28, 1861, but Governor Steele continued to discharge such 
duties as devolved upon him until June 6, 1861, when he issued a formal 
proclamation surrendering his authoritv to Hajor William Gilpin, who 
had been appointed first governor of the Territory of Colorado by Presi- 
dent Lincoln. The first territoricl assembly, which met in Denver in 
the autumn of 1861, drew up & code of laws the most of which were 
absorbed by the constitution «nd tho statutes of the State of Colorado 
in 1876, (Ibide, pp. 19-21.) This assembly divided the tcrritory into 
scvontcen counties, one of which was Guadalupe with the county seat of 
tho samo namo (Le 1861, 2» 52, sccse 4, 5), but the seme session changed 
tho nome of the county to Conojos (Le 1861, pe 143, socs, 1, 2). 


Colorado Territory ond the Civil Wer 

Ono of tho first things accomplished by Governor Gilpin upon his ontor- 
ing into office in Donvor was the abatoment of anti-union fecling which had 
previously cxistod. in Juno 1861 ho organized his military staff with 
Richard E, Whitsitt as adjutant gencral, and thencefortl his government 
took on morc the character of a military rather than a civil ostablishmcnt. 
Ho was &bsorbod in his dovotion to the Union cause and immoediatoly announced 
his intention to rocruit and organizo a full regiment of Colors.do Voluntecors, 
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Meanwnile, sympathizers with the South, who had been planning an invasion 
from Texas into southern Colorado and New Mexico, saw their plans fall 
through because they were unable to secure guns and ammunition: the Con- 
federate movement thereupon ended abruptly in Denver, the insurgents leav- 
ing the city auietly, many of them to join the Confederate Army. (Jerome 
P, Smiley, History of Denver, p. 378.) 


The First Regiment Colorado Volunteer Infantry was organized by Gover- 
nor Gilpin under John P. Slough, Colonel; Samuel F., Tappan, Lieutenant 
Colonel; and John HM. Chivington, Major. Before the close of Septomber one 
thousand men had voluntcered and were sent to Santa Fe to be uniformed and 
equipned. Having no money for supplios or military cauipment, Govornor 
Gilpin issued negotiable drafts upon the Treasury at Washington, for which 
he had no legal authority. Thoso wore acccptod by morchants to tho amount 
of $575,000, When Washington refused the payment of these drafts personal 
feeling against Governor Gilpin arose to such an extent that the question 
finally became one for cabinet discussion, terminating in the removal of 
the governor from office in May 1862. He was replaced by Governor John 
Evans and subsecuently a large portion of the indebtedness was paid by the 
United States goverrnent,  (Ibid., p. 379.) 


Early in 1862 a Confederate regiment under General Sibley set out to 
take New itexico &nd Colorado. He succeeded in capturing Santa Fe, but was 
defeated by Hajor Chivington's four companies at Apache Canon, New lexico, 
and forced to return to Texas. (Ibid., p. 383.) Major Chivington's re- 
quest to have his regiment sent east to join the union forces was refused, 
but his soldiers leter rendered important services during the troubles 
with the Indians beginning in Colorado in the summer of 1864 (ibid., p. 
386). Another regiment, however, organized as the Third Colorado Volunteer 
Infantry by Governor “vans, was sent to Pilot Knob, Missouri, whore it be- 
came a part of the army of the frontior and aided in driving General Ster- 
ling Price and his confedcrate forcos out of Missouri (ibid., pe 388). 

The percentare of men sont out of Colorado to join tho Union forcos was 
excoptionally high, as was also the percentago of losses in Colorado 
soldiors (ibid., p. 390). 


Eu uen uo 


In 1864 an act to enable the people of Colorado to form a state sovern- 
ment had passed Congress and had been ap»roved. Governor John Evans had 
issued a proclamation on Avril 8th, calling an election of representatives 
to a constitutional convention in Denver. Delegates were chosen to draw 
up a state constitution which was put to the vote of the people. Because 


of an intense opposition to the state movement, however, the constitution 
was rejected and Colorado remained a territory. (Frant Hall, History of 


Colorado, 1:310.) 


On December 8, 1873, Jerome B, Chaffee, delegate of the territory, 
impelled by the friendly attitude of President Grant, introduced a bill into 
Congress for an act to enable the people of Colorado territory to form a 
state government. This bill, which had been carefully prepared, passed the 
house of representatives without material opposition on June 8, 1874 and 
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was sent to the senate only to be deferred until the next session. On 
February 24, 1875, the Colorado bill was called up as a part of the un- 
finished business of the previous session and considered by the senate. 
Between Jerome Chaffee and Senator Sargent of California there existed 
some bitterness of personal feeling, and when the bill was presented 
Senator Sargent raised numerous objections to it, suggesting many amend- 
ments to be added. Various other senators then proceeded to prepare 
emendments to the measure so that upon its passage it retained little of 
the original bill, On February 26, 1875, it was returned to the house 
for concurrence in the amendments. arch grd, the last day of the session 
drew to a close and still the Colorado bill had not been considered. 
Finally, fhortly before the adjournment of the session, the importance of 
the measure having been stressed intensely by delerete Chaffee, the bill 
was placed under consideration, and after many attempts to thwart it, it 
was passed as the Enabling Act and sent to President Grant for approval. 
(Ibid., I:274) The act itself provided for the admittance into the Union 
of the new State of Colorado on an equal basis with the original states 
(Enabling Act, sec. 1) and sct forth the boundarics of the stato (ibid., 
sec. 2). it also provided for a constitutional convention to be held in 
Denver for the purpose of drewing up a state constitution to be voted upon 
by the people (ibid., sccs. 3, 4). This constitution as submitted by tho 
constitutional convention was adoptcd by tho peoplc March 14, 1876 (C.L., 
pe $$, fn, to Enabling Act), and tho stato was admitted into the Union by 
the ee eee Grant datod August 1, 1876 (Enabling Act, 
scc. 5). I 


The County 


Tho county is an involuntary political and civil division of the lend 
constituting the statc, created to aid in the administri.tion of governmental 
affairs (53 Ce 527; 127 Pe 930), and is nothing more than agent of tho 
state in the B5eneral administration of the stato policy (15 C.A, 90, 94; 

61 P. 241; C.S.A., ch. 45, fn. to scc, 1). To the gencral statutes of the 
state, it owes its creation, and the statutcs confor upon it cll tho povors 
it posscsscs, preccribe thc dutics it owcs, and impose the liabilitics to 
which it is subject (22 C. 214; 8S P. 52). 


Now Countics: The power of the gcneral assembly to create a new county 
from torritory embraced in onc or more cxisting countics is not restricted 
by constitution (26 C, 228; 58 P, 147; C.S.A., che 44, fn. to scc. 74), but 
no part of an existent county may be stricken off and added to an adjoining 
county without submitting the qucstion to the voters of the county from 
which the territory is proposed to be stricken off, nor unless a major? ty 
of all qualificd votcrs votu thercfor (Conste, art. XIV, ace 2). 


In all cases of the ecstablishmcnt of any now county, or when any port 
of a county is stricken off and attached to another county, thc people of 
the scgrogctod soction must pay thcir retable proportion of the then cxist- 
ing liabil’tics of the county or countics from which thov wore takon (Conste, 
art. XIV, soecs,. 4, 5). Thcro is no provision in thosco soctions as to dis- 
tribution of the asscts of the old county (Const., art.

treasurer, as ex officio collector of taxes, collects all taxes levied 

(Le 1861, pe 102, sec. 10; ©C.5.A., ch. 142, sec, 190). Lach county is 
responsible to the state for the full amount of tax levied by the state 
for state purposes (G.L., sec. 2251; C.S.A., ch. 142, sec, 281). 


Poll taxes, as well as property taxes, were collected by the county 
from 1861 to 1901 (L. 1861, p. 117, sece 13 Le 1901, pe 3252, sec. 229); 
a military poll tax was also required to be collected for the use of the 
militia and for state defense from 1865 to 1919 (L, 1865, p, 78, sec. 2; 
Le 1919, p. 667, secs, l, 3)3 and road poll taxes were collected from 
1864 to 1913 (L. 1864, p. 127, sec. 5; L. 1912, p. 298, sec, 1). 


Sources of revenue other than that derived from taxcs are: romitt- 
ances from the state public school income fund, from the state road fund, 
from fincs, and from grants-in-aid for public welfare. The Enabling Act, 
passed in 1876, grantod two scctions from cvcery goosraphicul tovmship to 
tho stato for tho support of schools (Enabling Act, soc. 14). The con- 
stitution provided that the stato school fund cstablished from tho salo 
of school lands remain forevcr inviolatc, the intcrest from the fund to 
be cxpended in thc supvort of common schools (Const., arte IX, scce 3). 
Fines collected by thc courts for various offenses (G.L., sec. 564; 

C,S,A., che 45, sec. 186) are remitted into the general school fund to 

be enportioned among the several school cistricts (Le. 1861, p. 164, 

sec. 713 CeSete, Che 146, sec. 34). Remittances from the state for road 
upkeep are obtained from the sale of automobile licenses (Le 1913, p. 420, 
sec, 143 CeSeAe, che 16, sece 1040), from taxes on cormon carriers (Le 
1927, p. 505, sec, 12; C,S.A., ch, 16, sec, 212), end from taxes on gaso- 
line (L. 1929, p. 495, sec. 11; C.5,À., ch, 16, sec, $87). Fines collected 
for offenses in connection with motor vehicles are paid into the state high- 
way fund ond a percentage distributed to the county for use in maintaining 
end improving state highways (L. 1925, p, 850, sec, 172; C.t.A., ch. 16, 
sec. 207). The county tax levy for the poor fund which vas authorized 

in 1865 (Le 1865, pe 95, sec. 123 CeSehe, ch. 124, sec, 12) having proved 
insufficient to provide assistanco for the increased number of persons re- 
quiring aid, the general cssembly in 1932 pursuant to the provisions of 

the Federal Emcrgency lolicf Act of 19232, authorized the obtaining of 
federal funds to be uscd for relicf purposcs within the countics (Le 1932, 
De $87, soc, 5). Following the passage of tho Federal Sociel Security ict, 
August 14, 1925, the state Welfcsrc Orpenization Act ecrceatcd a county public 
welfarc fund consisting of county enproprictions, cnd grants-in-aid from 
the state public welfarc fund end from the fedcral govermment (L. 1926, 2nd 
Exe S5, De 94, SOCS. 14, 15% Cocshe,y Chis, 141, Secs. 26, 27) 
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County Expenditures: County disbursements are under the control of 
the board of county commissioners which audits all cleims against the 
county and issues warrants for their payment (L. 1861, p. 90, sec. 35; 
C.S.A., che 45, sece 25). The treasurer is custodian of all county funis 
and of various district funds, all of wrich he disburses on proper warrant 
(Le 1861, pe 101, sec, 6; C.S.A., ch, 45, sece 142). He makes a commlete 
report of all receipts and disbursements to the board of county commis- 
sioners semi-annually (L. 1361, ve 101, secse 6, 73 C.S.A., ch, 142, 
sec. 2123). 


Administrativo Districts 

Chief of the purely administrative districts within the county which 
the board of county commissioners creates and may change and which have 
no powers of self-government are commissioners districts and road dis- 
tricts. Lach of the three county comaissioner districts is represented 
on the board by one of the three county comaissioners who are elected by 
the county at large, but who must be residents within their districts 
(L. 1861, p. 85, soc. 11; C.S.A., ch. 45, sec. 15). The territorial laws 
of 1864 provided that the board of county cormissioners divide the county 
into road districts, for oach of which a rond overseer was elected for one 
year (L. 1864, p, 127, sec. 2). In 1391 tho road district ovorsoor was 
&bolished and & gonoral road oversocr established, to bo appointed by 
the board of county commissioners for two years (L. 1891, v. 304, sec. 1); 
but in 1895 this general overseer was abolished and the road district 
overseers again established, to be appointed by the board of county com- 
missioners for one year (L. 1895, p. 230, sec. 1; C.S.A., ch. 143, sec, 
2). The road overseer is directly responsible to the board of county 
commissioners who must authorize any expenditure of the county road fund 
(L. 1895, ne 232, sece 3). The first state appropriation for roads in 
Conejos County was made in 1889 for the construction of à state wagon 
road in Conejos and Rio Grande Counties, which road was to be maintained 
by these counties (L. 1889, n. 464, secse 1-7); before this tine, all 
roads were constructed and maintained by the respective counties in which 
they were loceted (C.L., sec. 2375). On May 9, 1909, the state highway 
commission (L. 1909, p. 154, sec, 1) and the state road fund (Le 1909, 
pe 157, sec. 5) were created, and since that time, stete hichweys within 
the county are maintained at such pronvortionate joint expense of the 
state and county as the state board shall prescribe (Le 190°, pe 157, 
sec. 8). In 1921 tho state hichway department and state hizhzay on-ineor 
succeeded the state hichway commission (L. 1921, p. 9635, soc. 7; C.S.A^,, 
che 143, sec. 98) and the stato highway fund roplaced tho state road fund 
(Le 1921, p. 373, sec. 25; C.S.^., ch. 143, sec. 116). By this law, 
state highways are those constructed by the state and maintained by the 
state at the joint expense of the state and the county (L. 1921, pe 570, 
Sec. 16; CeSeAe, che 143, sece 109). County highways are those con- 
structed and maintained by the counties, the board of county commissioners 
is in no way responsible io the state hishway devartment in their control 
of county roads (Le 1921, p. 363, sec. 6; C.S.A., ch. 143, sec. 97). 


In order to establish work for the unemployed, the extra session of 
1955 authorized the board of county commissioners to contract with the

state highway department or any agency of the federal or state goverment 
for the maintenance of state or federal highways and bridges within the 
county (Le 1935, Exe Se, p. 68; C.S.A., che 143, sece 67). Conejos County 
is one of the fourteen counties which comprise Highway District No. 5; it 
has 129.8 miles of state highway, which is 1.37789 per cent of the total 
state highway mileage in the State of Colorado (State Highway Department 
Report, Mileage in Lach County, 1937).

Administration of Justice 


Judicial functions within the county, as provided by the Organic Act 
(Organic Act, sec, 9) and continued with some changes of organization by 
the state constitution in 1876, are performed by a district court (Const., 
art. VI, sec. 11); by a probate court (Organic Act, sece 9) which was 
changed by the constitution to a county court with orisinal jurisdiction 
in probate cases, and with such concurrent civil and oriminal jurisdiction 
with the district courts &s the statutes may provide within the limit of 
22,000 (Const., art. VI, sec. 23); by justice of the peace courts (Organic 
Act, sec. 9) with & limit of 2300 (Const., art. VI, sec. 25); and by&à 
court of inferior jurisdiction celled a waze claims court, created by the 
general assembly in 1931 in order to provide an inexpensive means of col- 
BI wares un to $100 (L. 1931, v. 795, sec. 1; C.S.A,., ch. 97, sec, 
271). 


The District Court: The Organic Act, approved February 28, 1861, 
created for the Territory of Colorado & supreme court and a district 
court; the supreme court to consist of & chief justice and two associate 
justices who vere anpointed by the President of the United States; the 
territory to be divided into three districts and a district court to be 
held in each of the districts by ono of the suprome justices, who was to 
reside in the cistrict to which ho was assigned by the legislative assombly 
(Organic ^ct, sec, 9). During tho territorial period tho third judicial 
district, o? which Conojos County was a part, includod all the southern 
half of Colorado, Courts were held at Colorado City, Colorado Springs, 
Canon City, Pueblo, Las Animas, i'alsenburge, Trinidad, San Luis, Conejos, 
and later at Del Norte and Silverton; but lack of original source material 
mokes it impossible to find the date and place of the first district court 
meeting for the third judicial district. There were but two judges for 
that district during all territorial dsys, Allen Bradford and tioses Hallett. 
The district judze, lawyers, and all those necessary to the holdin of 
court trcveleà in & caravun of warons from court to court throuchout the 
third judicicl district. (Jerome C. Sriley, history of Colorado, 1:662.) 


The district court was riven chancery as well as coir:on-low juris- 
diction and authority for redress of 211 wronrs cory itted azainst the 
Constitution nd the laws of the United States or the lows of the Terri- 
tory of Colorcdo affecting persons or »ronerty; each of the district 
courts to Gevote the first six days of every term or court to cases aris- 
ing uncer the Constitution of the United States, ond to exercise the same 
jurisdiction as was vested in the circuit and district courts of the 
United States (Organic Act, scc, 9). The district judce from 1861 to 1876 
was copointed by the President for a four-year term (Organic Act, scce 9). 
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The constitution in 1876 provided for an election of the district judge 
for a six-year term (Const., art. VI, sec. 12), the supreme court to 
consist of an entirely different personnel (Const,, art. VI, sec. 5). A 
district attorney for each judicial district was elected by the district 
biennially from 1868 to 1876 (R.S., 1868, p. 262, sec. 23); the constitu- 
tion changed his term of office to three years (Const., 1876, art. VI, 
sece 21); an emendment to the state constitution, in 1902, extended the 
tenure to four years (Const., arte VI, sec. 21). The salaries of the 
district judge and the district attorney are paid by the states all other 
expenses of the district court are paid by the county in which they are 
created (L. 1883, pe 191, sec, 1; C.S.A., ch. 66, sece 52). Conejos 
County has been in the twelfth judicial district since April 6, 1891 

(Le 1891, pe 139, sec. 133 C.S.A., che 46, sec. 75) and has one presiding 
judge who holds court at such times as are provided by law (L. 1917, 

pe 172, sece 13 CeoSsAe, Che 46, sece 76), 


The County Court: From 1861 to 1876 a probate judge was elected 
biennially (Organic Act, sec. 93; Le 1861, pe 91, sec. 1), in 1876 the con- 
stitution replaced this probate judge with a county judge (Const., art. 
VI, sece 22), to be elected for a three-year term until the amendment to 
the constitution in 1902 changed his term to four years (ibid.). From 
1861 to 1868 a county attorney was elected for four years (Le 1861, 
pe 212, sec. 1); this office was abolished in 1868 and the office of the 
district attorney created to take its place (R.S., 1868, ». 261). The 
statutes of 1872 (Le 1872, pe 76, sese 1-6) the general laws of 1877 
(GeLe, seCe 565) and the present statutes (C.S.A., ch. 45, sec. 64) pro- 
vide for a county attorney to be appointed at the will of the board of 
county commissioners; the amended section of the state constitution, 
adopted November 4, 1902, provides that the county attorney may be either 
elected or apnointed by the board of county commissioners (Const., art. 
XIV, sece 8), but in the absence of legislation providing means of 
filling this office the state supreme court has declared that there is in 
effect no such office as that of county attorney proper (37 C. 476; 

86 P. 252). 


Justice of the Peace Courts: Two justices of the peace and two con- 
stables have been authorized to be elected from their respective pre- 
cincts since 1861 (L. 1861, v. 84, ct seq.; Const,, &rt,. XIV, sec, 11). 
Justice precincts and election precincts coincided from 1861 to 1877 
(Le 1861, p. 105, sec. 1), but since 1877 the number and boundcries of 
the justice precincts have been determined by the board of county com- 
missioners (GeL., socse 551; C.S.L., ch. 96, sec. 1). Conejos County has 
two justice precincts, but only one justice of the peace for each pre- 
cinct (Certifiod List of County Officers, 1937-1938, Secretary of State 
DEDI).

Irrigation 


The first irrigation in Conejos County was accomplished by the Guada- 
lupe Ditch which carries first priority rights out of the Conejos river 
in Water Divison Three, Water District Twenty-two, dating from March 1, 
1855; Head's liil1 Ditch carries the second priority right, dating from 
June 1, 1855 (Ditch Statements and Decrees, Off. of State Engineer). Two 
hundred ditches have been located in Conejos County since this time 
(Famphlet 549, Noe 31, St. Hist. Soc. Library). 


"There are no riparian rights in Colorado as aginst a valid appro- 
priation of water" (Coffin v. Left Hand Ditch Co., 6 Ce 443, 446). The 
right to the water in the streams of Colorado by prior appropriation, 
antedating any legislation, was the common law of the people (1 C.A. 49; 
27 P. 225). This right was recognized by the first legislature of the 
territory (Le 1861, p. 67), and continues so to be recognized (C.S.A.; 
ch. 90, sec. 5, and fn. I, a)e It has become thoroughly entrenched in 
our jurisprudence through constitutional and statutory provisions, and 
by a uniform and unbroken line of judicial decisions (Const., art, XVI, 
sec, 65; 58 C, 186; 145 P. 700). 





In 1861 a justice of the peace was authorized to appoint a commis- 
sion of tnree to apportion equitably the flow of water for irrigation 
in the county (Le 1861, p. 67, soce 4)3 in 1868 this commission was to 
be appointed by the county judge of the county through which the stream 
ran (ReSe, 1858, pe 363, sece 4)3 and in 1872 the number of comnissioncrs 
was reduced to one (Le 1872, p. 144, sec. 2). However, because of tho 
exigencies of the longecstablishcd system of irrigstion in Conejos County, 
special laws were passed in 1866 to allow in Conejos and Costilla Counties 
the election cach yo&r of ono superintcndent for each &cequi&s madre 
(main ditch), who was to havo control of distribution of water, construc- 
tion and repair of ditches, &nd tho collection and paymont of tho ox- 
penses thorcfor (L. 1866, p. 61, sec. 1). In 1876 whon tho constitution 
discontinucd the passing of special local laws regulating county affairs 
(Const., arte V, scce 25), this cloctive office automatically ccascd 
and was succecded by the appointive commissioncrs. 


In 1879 the legislature, finding the ordinary processes of the law 
ond the actions then known to the courts too expensive, enacted what is 
known as the tIrrigation Statute of 1879". This act provided that the 
lends irrigated from ditches taking water from natural streams of the 
State of Colorado should constitute water districts (L. 1879, pe 97, 
sece 53 CoSeAe, Che 90, seGe 249), each supervised by one water commis- 
sioner to be appointed ty the governor from persons recommended to him 
by the severcl boards of county commissioners of the counties into 
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which water districts extended (L. 1879, p. 98, sec, 16; C.5.4,, 

che 90, sec, 221). The statutes of 1881 provided for the appointment 
by the governor of & state (hydraulic) engineer (L. 1881, p. 119, 
sec. 6; C.S,ÀA,, ch, 90, sec, 201) to have general su»ocrvision of the 
distribution of water for irrigation (L. 1881, p. 120, sec. 7; C.&.^., 
ch. 90, sec. 203), and authorized the grouping of the several water 
districts into irripation divisions (L. 1881, p. 119, sec, 1; C.5.4., 
ch, 90, sec, 224), Conejos County has been included within Irrigation 
Division Three since that time (L. 1881, p. 119, sece 43 CeoGelhe, Che 
90, sec. 224), In 1887 the governor was authorized to appoint a super- 
intendent of irrigatior for each irrigation division (L. 18&7, pe 295, 
sec, 1); this office wes succeeded in 1903 by © similarly appointed 
irrigation division enrineer (L. 1908, p. 201, sec, 1; C.S..., ch. 90, 
sec. 224) who executes state laws relative to distribution of watcr, 
has full powers of supervision over the water commissioners in his 
division, and is responsitle to the state engineer (L. 1903, p. 284, 
seCe 93 CeSeAe, Che 90, sce, 241). Water District Trentv-one, which 
includes tho northern part of Conojos County and very small parts of 
Rio Grande and Alamosa Countics, was vstablishcd in 1885 (Le 1885, 

Pe 258, soc. 143 C.S.4A., che 9C, soce 270), cs was Vater District 
Twenty-two wl.ich includes the southern part of Conejos County (L. 1885, 
pe 258, scc, 15; C.S.À., ch. 90, soc, 271). 


Distribution of water for irrigation from natural stroams must be 
mado in accordance with court dcerce (Combs ve Farrers! Fighline Canal 
Coos 38 Co 420, 431; 86 >, 396). Jurisdiction for adjudication or the 
‘priority of appropriation of waters for Vater Districts Twenty-one and 
Twenty-two is vested exclusively in the district court of Conejos County 
where records of priority decrees are kept (L. 1879, pe 99, sece 19; 
CeSeAe, che 90, sece 150). 


In order to provide a method of funding the construction of irri- 
gation systems, the statutes of 1905 authorized the organization of 
irrigation districts (Le 1905, p. 246, sec, 1; C,5.4., ch. 90, sec, 
$77). Upon properly simned petition (L. 1905, pe 246, sece 23 Covele, 
ch. 90, sec, 278) the board of county commissioners must examine and 
define the boundaries thereof, and call en election of the qualified 
electors therein for the &pprovul of the district and the choosing of 
& board of threo directors therefor (Le 1905, p. 247, scc, Zg Cetele; 
che 90, soc, 279); &nnually thereaftcr one member is to be clectod 
for & thrce-yoar tora (L. 1905, p. 250, soc, 6; C.&.-., Che 90, sec, 
682). This board administers tho district business, calls necessary 
elections within the district for the approval of bond issues 
(L. 1905, p. 256, scc, 15; C.S.ÀA., ch, 90, sec. 291), dctermincs the 
tax lovy roquirod, and cortifics the same to tho board of county 
commissioners (i1. 1905, p. 259, soc, 18; C.S.L., cl. 90, soc. 4594). 
This special tax is levied and collectod as arc county taxcs (L. 1905, 
pe 260, sec. 20; C.S.A., ch. 90, soc, 397), end the county treasurer 
is cx officio treasurer of tho irrigation district (Le 1905, p. 260, 
sec. 21; C.S.A., ch, 90, soe, 298), Sinco 1909 a similar proccdure 
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was established for drainage districts (L. 1909, pp. 245-262, secs. 1-28; 
C.SeAe, che 57, secs. 1-118), except that the assessment and levy of 

taxes is certified directly to the assessor by the secretary of the drain- 
&ge district board (L. 1911, p. 323, sec. 56; C,5,.A., ch, 57, sec, 65). 
The San Luis Valley Drainage District in Conejos County consists of about 
4,000 acres and is served by approximetely twelve miles of main open ditch 
and thirteen miles of covered drain tile. The Carmel Drainage District, 
organized in 1912, contains land in Conejos and Rio Grande Counties. In 
Conejos County it embraces thirteen miles of main open ditch and eighteen 
miles of buried tile. ‘he lianassa District, organized in 1921, embraces 

a small acreage of land circling Manassa, The Norton Land Company system 
was organized in 1921 to drain 11,000 acres of land in the northeast cor- 
ner of Conejos County., It embreces thirty miles of main open ditch and 
thirty-two miles of buried tile. (Pamphlet 349, to. $6, St, Hist. Soc, 
Library.) In 


Townships 


"Townships in Colorado have no legal status as an area of zovern= 
mente They are occasionally mentioned in the statutes along with other 
govermmental units, but have never beon given or exercised any political 
or corporate powerse Thov exist solely as terms designating an area in 
the land survey". (B 41%, pe 22.) 


Education 


Since 1861 the county superintendent of schools has bocn clectod 
biennially at tho gencral election for a two-year torm, has taken an 
oath, and has executed a bond filed in the office of the county clerk 
(L. 1861, p, 155, secse 8, 93 Conste, arte XIV, soc, 8; C.5.A., Che 
45, soc, 174). "The county is not a unit for school administration 
in Colorado. The county superintendent has supervisory power over the 
districts, but districts mav, and frequently do overlap county lines 
and comprise parts of two or more countics". (lirs. Inez Johnson Lewis, 
Superintendent of Public Instruction, UeS. Daily, Vol. VIII, No. 5, 1932.) 
Concjos County has four second-class school districts and twenty-six 
thirdeclass districts, three of which, 15, 17, and 24, extend into Alamosa 
County (St. Supt. of Public Instruction, Thirticth Biennial Report, p. 141). 


Each school district is a body politic and corporate (Le 1861, 

pe 157, soc. 2; C.S.A,., ch. 146, soc, 73). The board of school district 
diroctors is olcctod by tho district (L. 1861, p. 159, scc, $3; C.8.A,, 
ch. 146, scc. 78). Sinco 1877 this board certifics amount necessary to 
levy by taxation for support of the district to tnc board of county 
commissionors which levics the ratc cortificd to its; thc asscssor makes 
the asscssment; tho county trvesurcr, as tax collector, collocts the 
taxes, and es county treasuror, ercdits them to tho proper district, 

and on written orders of the board of directors of cach school district, 
disburses them (G.L., soc. 2509; C,.S.A., ch, 146, soc. 22). Since 1891 
tho board of county commissionors hcs mando an order declaring the milcago 
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of public utilities within each school district and municipal corpora- 


tion within the county, and the amount of assessment that is to be 

placed upon the tax roll for the benefit thereof and the county clerk 

has transmitted a copy of this order to the county assessor for extension 
on the assessment roll (L. 1891, pe 293, sec. 33 CeSeAcey che 142, sece 
132). The clerks of the boards of directors make annual financial re- 
ports, which include a sworn census of the children of school age in the 
district, to the county superintendent of schools (L. 1861, pe 161, sec. 
465; C.S,A,, ch. 146, sec. 105). 


Children who cannot be advantageously educated in the county be- 
cause of impairment in hearing or sight are educated at tho oxnenso 
of the state in the Colorado School for the Deaf and Blind, which has 
been maintaincd at Colorado Springs sinco 1877. This institution is 
not classified as a reformatory or charitable institution. (Geles secs. 
1891-1902; CeSeAe, che 22, socse 13, 14, 33.) 


Beiore 1377 health problems were taken care of by the respective 
cities and towns in the county. The county board of health, to be 
composed of the county commissioners, was established in 1877 to 
supervise health problems in that area of the county not included in 
cities ond towns, and its proceedings are recorded by the county clerk 
acting as clerk of the board of health (G.L., sec. 2082; C.S.A., ch. 78, 
sec. 26). The board of health is authorized to apsoint a physician to 
the board (G,L., sec. 2083; C,S.A., ch. 78, sec. 28). 


From 1877 to 1907 physicians and accoucheurs were required to file 
quarterly reports of births and deaths with the clerk of the board of 
health of the county or tom in which ther occurrod (G.L., sec, 2120), 
and in turn, the board of health was recuired to report annually to tho 
state board of health all marriages, births, and deaths witnin its dis- 
trict (G.L., soc. 2121). In 1907 this duty was transferred to local 
rogistrars of vitol statistics to be anpointed br tho state board of 
health, thoir reports to be modo dircctly to tho stato board of health 
(L. 1907, p. 238, soc, 4; C.S.A., ch. 78, soc, 107). 


Public welfare 

Since 1865 the board of county commissioners h-s been authorized 
to administer aid to indigent residents of the county (L. 1865, 
p. 99, sec. 3; C.S.A., ch. 124, sec. 3); to establish 2 poor farm 
(Le 1865, p. 94, sec. 10; C.S.A., ch. 124, sec. 11); to orovido medi- 
cal attendance for the needy sick (L. 1865, ne 95, sec. 135; BoeSeAes 
ch. 124, soc. 14); and to levy 2 tax for the care of the nog 
(le 1865, pe 95, Sece 123 CoSeAcy che 124, sece 13). In 1877 the 
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chairmen of the board of county commissioners was named as the superin- 
tendent of the poor (GeL.e, sece 444), but in 1915 the duties of this 
superintendent devolved entirely upon the boerd of county commissioncrs 
(Le 1915, pe 241, sece 2). 


The board of county commissioners has been autnorized since 1879 
to bind out to service any dependent child under the oge of fourteen 
(Le 1879, pe 28, sece 13 CeaSeAo, che 9, sece 25)3 a state home for de- 
pendent children was established in 1895 (Le 1895, pe 713 CeSehe, che 
22, sec. 24); in 1907 the county court was riven the jurisdiction of 
cases awarding the care of dependent children (Le 1907, p. 361, sec. 

23 CeSehe, Che 33, sece 2)3 & mothers! compensation act which was 

adopted by initiative petition in 1912 required the board of county 
commissioners to pay to the parent cr guardian of dependent children 
such amounts toward their support as the court specified (Le 1913, 

Pe 694, sace 1s CeSehe, che 323, sece 7)3 and in 191° a mothers' compen- 
sation county fund was authorized for the purpose of carrying out the 
provisions of this ect (L. 1919, p. 531, sec, 1; C.S.4., ch. 322, sec. 9). 


Financial relief including surgical or medical attention for adult 
blind, to be provided from both state and county funds, was authorized 
by initiative petition November 5, 1918. Applications were mace to the 
county clerk end recorcer and by him submitted to the state blind bene- 
fit commission (Le 1919, p. 210, sec. 2). In 1925 the board of county 
commissionors was given authority to certify the cligibility for 
relief of applicants to the state blind benefit commission for final 
approval (Le 1925, soc, 8; C.S.A., Che 22, scce 8). 


The Old Age Pension Act of 1927 (L. 1927, p. 542, secs, 8, 18) and 
the emendatory act of 1921 (L, 192i, p. 678, socs,. l-5) woro declarcd 
unconstitutional (Denver ve Lynch, 92 C. 102; 18 P. 2nd, €07); it wes 
necessary to pass the third act in 1932 which created covnty funds for 
old age pensions (L. 1922, p. 748, sece 1) to be under the control of 
the board of county commissioners (Le 1933, p. 750, sec. 4) and to be 
administered by the county court (L. 1982, p. 755, sec, 11). The 
fourth emendment to the constitution, adopted bv initiative petition 
at the general election November 3, 1926, provides a state fund for 
old age pensions to be inviolate for the purposes created, the adminis- 
tration to be as authorized by the general assembly (Conste, arte XXIV, 
secs. l-7). 


With the establishment of n federal emergency relief fund in 1922, 
a state committee was appointed by the governor to administer federal 
emergency relief. This committee was made statutory in 19225 (IL, 1933, 
p. $86, sec. 2), end the care and relief of the poor ond dectitute 
unenplowed was declared to be a state cs well as a count: purpose and 
function (Le 1937-24, 2nd Exe Se, pe 71, sece 1). At this time the 
state home for dependent children, anc the stete blind commission were 
made e part of the division of public welfare under the executive de- 
partment (Le 1933, pe 214, sece 103 CoS.Ae, ch. 2, sec. 10). 
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With the passage of the Public Welfare Act in 1936, state and 
county departments, boards, and directors of public welfare were estab- 
lished (Le 1936, 2nd Ex. Se, pe 27, secs. 2, 3, 93 CeSeAe, che 141, 
secSe 21, 22), The county commissioners act as the county board of 
public welfare (L. 1926, 2nd Ex. 8., p. 21, sec, 10; C.S.A., ch. 141, 
sece 22). The county department of public welfare administers the pro- 
visions of the Aid to the Blind Act (L. 1936, 2nd Exe Se, pe 53, sece.4; 
C.S.A., ch. 22, sec, 40), the Old Age Pension Act (L. 1936, 2nd Zx, Se, 
pe 37, sec. Z 8; C.S.A., ch. 119, sec, 3), and the Ai? to Dependent 
Children Act (L. 1926, 2nd Lx. S., p. 74, sec, $ a8; C.S.4., che 32, sec. 
87), end controls the administration of all forms of public assistance 
in the county, including home relief, indoor and outdoor care for those 
in need, and such other welfare activities as may be delegated to it by 
the state department of public welfare and approved by the county 
board. The county department also investisates and passes upon all ap- 
plications for admission to and cischarge from county institutions 
which provide care and treatment for indigents. (Le 1936, 2nd Ex. S., 
De 32, sec, 12; C.S.A,., che 141, sece 24.) 


Elections 


Elections were held annually in Conejos County (L. 1°61, p. 72, 
sec, 3) until 1902 when an amendment to the constitution changed the 
holding thereof to every two years (Const., art. XIV, socs. 6, &). 
Since 1912 all candidetes for stato and county officos are nominated 
by closed primary elections held biennially the second Tucsday in 
September on even numbcred years (Le 1910, p. 16, soos, 1-35 C.S.4., 
che 59, secs, 19-21). Conejos County is one of tho ninctten counties 
constituting tho third congressional district for tho elcction of rep= 
resentative to congress (L.e 1921, p. 170, soc. 1; C.3.A., ch. 8, soc. 9), 
sharing the fiftecnth scnatorial district with Mincral, Rio Creando, and 
Saguache Counties for the election of ono state senator (L. 1933, p. 812, 
soc. 33 CeSeie, ch. 8, soc, 3), ond sharing with Archulcta County for 
theo oloection of ono roprescntetivo for the gcncral assombly (L. 1922, 
pe 18, soc, 65 C,S.A,., ch. 8, soc, 8). 


County Officors 


Elective officers of Conejos County, as established by territorial 
statutes in 1861 and continucd by thc staotc constitution in 1876, are: 
the boerd of three county commissioners; the county clerk who is cx 
officio clerk of the board of commissioners and rocorder of dccds; thc 
county judgo; the sheriff; the coroner; the assessor; the treasurcr who 
is ox officio collector of tuxcs and, since 1894, public trustcc; the 
supcrintcndcnt of public schools who is cx officio commissioner of lands; 
and the surveyor; all clectcd from the county at large; also tro justiccs 
of the pcace and two constables clectcd from their respcetive precincts 
(Le 1861, pe 84, ct soq.; Const,., arte XIV, sccs. 6-11, art. VI, scce 22). 
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Tho district judgo, whose officc was not cloctive until the adoption 

of tho constitution, and the district attorney, first provided for by 
statute in 1868 and continucd by thc constitution, arc clcctcd by thc 
twolfth judicial district of which Concjos County is < pert (R.S., 1868, 
pe 261, sces,. l-2, Conct., art, VI, sccs, 11-15, 21). 


Avopointivo officors of Concjos County continuod by the stete con- 
stitution arc: the clerk of the district court, appointed by the judge 
of tho district in a manner csteblishod by Organic Act in 1861 (L. 1861, 
De 27; Conste, arte VI, soc, 19), cnd the county attorney, appointive 
by the county cormissioncrs since 1872 (Le 1872, v». 76, sccs,. 1-6; 
Conste, arte XIV, scce 8; CeSeAo, che 45, scc, 64). 


Appointive officers of Concjos County provided for onlv bv statute 
ere: the clerk of tho county court, appointed by the county judge as 
cstcblishcd by statuto in 1877 (G.L., scc. 5745; C.S.A., Che 46, soc. 
191}; the physician to the board of hcelth, provided for by statute in 
1877 (G4L., soc. 2082; C.S.A,, ch. 78, soc. 28), and the dircctor of 
public wolfarc, croctod by thc sceond exiraordinory sossion lows of 
1936 (C.S.À,., ch, 141, scc, 22), both appointod by thc county comis- 
sioncrs acting cs such boerds; thc wctcr compissionors of Water Districts 
21 and 22 cxtcnding into Concjos County, cppointcd according to tho lows 
of 1879 by the 5ovcrnor fron nemcs sugmestcd by the boards of commissioncrs 
of tho soveral counties into which the districts m.y extend (L. 1879, p. 98, 
sec, 16,5 C.S.4., che 90, sec, 3821); ond the agriculture] extension arent, 
appointed by the stcte czricultur-l e;.tension depcrtaent of tne Colorcdo 
College of Agriculture, cs provided in 1914 by the Snith-Lever fct (38 Stat. 
Le, pe $72). Deputy officers «re appointed by the incumbents, to be ap- 
proved by the commissioners, cnd the anpointine officer is liable on his 
officicl bond for their acts (CeSeie, che 46, secs. 20, $7, 117, 139, 
165, 170). A11 &ppointive offices are held durin; the »le.sure of the 
appointing officerse 


Eligibility to hold county office requires one voecor's residence 
in the county preceding election and cuslified voting power (Const., 
arte XIV, sece 10). In addition, district judges must be ct least 
thirty years old and district cttorneys twentvefive wears of age; both 
must be citizens of the United States, residents of the st:.te two yours, 
ond electors within the judici:1 district for which thev were elected 
(Conste, crt. VI, scese. 16, 21). Tho sicetutcs reguirc tho county ct- 
torney to bo ct least twenty-five vears of opo end à mombor of the bar 
of the supreme court of this state (Le 1887, pe 243, soc. 25; C.$.5., 
ch. 45, scc, 64). Tho constitution limits toras of .lcetive offiecs in 
tho following manners district judgos, six ycors (Conste, crt, VI, ccc. 
12); district cttorncys (Const., arte VI, scc. 21) and county judges 
(Conste, corte VI, soc. 22), four vears; county commissioners, four 
years (Conste, crt. XIV, cec. 6); all other county officers, two years 
(Const,, crt, XIV, sco, 8). 


Vacancies occurring in tho offico of county conmiuissioncrs 
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(Conste, arte XIV, sec. 9) or district judge are filled by appointment 
by the governor, and in the office of district attorney, by the judge 
of the district court (Const,, art, VI, sec. 29). Vacancies in other 
county offices are filled by appointment by the board of cormissioners 
(ibid.). By amendment to constitution, adopted by initiative petition 
November 5, 1912, upon proper petition, every elective public official 
may be recalled at any time by the electors entitled to vote for his 
successor (Conste, arte XXI); but the statutes providing the method of 
the recall of county officials were not enacted until 1935 (Le 1935, pe 
965, sec. 25 C.S.A., ch, 45, sec, 189). 


County officers &re required to furnisn bonds, which are epproved 
by the board of commissioners and riled with the clerk of the county 
(Le 1864, pe 68, sece 10; C.S.A., ch. 117, secs. 6-19). The bonds of 
the county commissioners must be approved by the judge of district 
court (L. 1881, p. 98, sec, 6; C,.C.À., che 45, sec. 71). The district 
attorney zivos bond to tho stato (R,S., 1868, p. 262, soc. 33; C.S..,, 
ch. 55, sec, l)e The bond of the clerk of the district caurt, approvcd 
by tho district judge (L. 1862, p. 42; C.S.4., ch. 117, soc. 1) is 
filod with tho scerctary of state (L4 1862, p, 423; C,.S.A., ch, 117, 
sece 3) and & cortifiod copy is filcd with tho county clork (L. 1882, 
pe 245, soo, 1; C.S.À,., ch. 117, soc. 5). 


The meneral assembly classifics the countics according to popula- 
tion and fixes the compensation of the orficers within thes: classcs 
(Conste, arte XIV, scce 15), "Classification of the countics at prc- 
sont rcepresonts an intcresting assortment, rather than a classification 
(Be 413, pe 42). The Concjos County classification will be detailed in 
the cssays for the individual offices, Sincc the Salarics sct of 1891, 
officials are required to kccp a snccial fcc book showing all the feos 
and omoluments of their office, and an account of all cxncneditures, to 
report them in detail to thc board of commissioners and to tho troas- 
urcr, cnd to doposit all reecipts with the treasurer, who must keep a 
scperatc foc fund account for cach office and place any balance to the 
credit of any fee fund añter the payment of galaries ani compensations 
provided for, to the credit of the general fund of the county (Lə 1891, 
pe 313, secs. 19-22; C,.S.—., che 66, secs. 38-41). These reports 
have been mace to the treasurer of Conejos County since 1688 although 
the law requiring them was not passed until 1891. It is the duty of 
the board of conmissioners to audit such accounts (Le 1891, p, 212, 
S@Ce 203 CoSete, che 66, sec. 39), but in Conejos County, as in most 
counties in Colorado, the commissioners employ a certified public 
accountent to perform this duty for them, relying on a decision of the 
supreme court that "the board is not limited to any specific mcans or 
agency for making the required audit" (27 Cl. 501, 504; 15C P. 224).

The duties of county officicls are left to statutory law which 
mokes the orranization of county sovernment more flexille than if tho 
details were written into the constitution (B. 413, p. 28). The 
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duties for each official will be described in the section devoted to the 
records of his office, 


Records System 


Since 1861 there have been three strictly clerical officers whose work 
consists mainly in the preparation and custody of county records: the 
clerk of the district court who has charge of records of the district court 
in his county (L. 19061, p. 278, sec, 9, p. 283, secs, 27, 295; C,.C.P., 
1925, secs, 192, 2505; C.5.A,., che. 98, sec, 12), the clerk of the county 
court who has charge of the records of the county court (GeLle, sece 5743 
CeSefe, Che 46, sec. 191), and the clerk and recorder who hes charge of all 
records of the board of county cormissioners (Le 1861, pe 52, sec, 10; 
CeSene, ch. 45, sec, 82), records of the office of countv clerk (i. 1861, 
pe 92, sec, 2$; C.S8,.5,., ch, 45, soc, 83), and all land records which he 
maintains in his ccpacity of ex officio recorder of decds (Le.

All instruments in writing &ffcoctinz ihe ownership to real costato, 
or any intorost therein, or affocting tho titlo thercto, aftor having bcon 
a&acknowlodgod, havo becn roquirod to bo recordod to be held valid as against 
subsequent purchasors (1. 1861, pe 64, scce 93 Codelie, ch. 40, scc. 114). 


Under tho Colorado Land Registration #ct the county clerk and recorder 
is the registrar of land titlcs (Le 1907, pe 316, scce 93 CoSesie,y Che 40, 
SOC o 177). 


Concjos County records arc in fairly good condition. Rucording is 
handwritten or typed; indexing is guncrally alphab-ticsl, dircct ond rece 
verse by nemues of partics; and filing is gcncrally numcrical or chrono- 
logical, scldori alphabctical or grouped in scrics, any documents in thc 
rccordor!s of?ico, such as chattol morttegcs and papor: filod by corpora- 
tions, aro filod and indcxed only, which filing is cquivalcnt to recording 
(Le 1927, p. 590, sce, 95; C.2,A., ch, 40, scc, 114). 


All necessary supplics arc furnished by the boara of cormissioncrs 
and must be purchascd within the Ctatce of Colorado when bids are cqual to 
or loss than thosc fron firms without tho stato (G.L., soc. 41665; C,.5,A4., 
che 45, soc, $5). .io records may be destroyed, cxccpt clection records, 
which must bo procorvcd until efter the cnsuing clection (C.L., soc, 997; 
CeoSehe, che 59, scce 298), motor vehicle records, after onc ycar (L. 1921, 
pe 496, sce, 965 C.S,A., ch. 16, scc, 96), and tox schedules aftcr six 
voars (Le 1902, pe 78, scce 763 CeSete, Che 142, suce 77). The laws of 
1937 permit that any clerk and rcecorder's records, cxcopt instruncnts 
affecting roal cotate or irrication, may be destroyed ten years from dete 
of filing on order of the istrict judgc (Le 1937, p. 487, secs, l-Z). 


Lapse in dctos in Concjos County roccords can bc accountod for by 
their loss and destruction in tho constant flooding of bascment vaults; 
few records have en initiating date before 1870, O-rcrlapping of datcs in 
location refcrcenees docs not indicctc duplication of records, 
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Any records which have no future value after they have ceased to be 
of current use, or which contain information duplicated by other records 
scheduled for preservation, should be immediately destroyed to save un- 
necessary expense, confusion, and valuable storage space. The records 
so destroyed should be inventoried to show their nature and the inclusive 
dates; the inventory to become a part of the permanently preserved re- 
cords.

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The Conojos County courthouse, built in 1890, and located on the old 
highway in Conejos, is a two-story and basement white sandstone building. 
It houses the offices and records of the following county officers: county 
commissioners, who have an assomblv room on second floor oast of the 
offico of the clork of district court and store their records in the clerk 
and recorderts office and vault; clerk and recorder; clerk of district 
court; county judges; sheriff; assessor; treasurcr; supcrintondont of 
schools; and the board of public wolfaro, 
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The building is non-fireproof and is without fireproof vaults.  Elec- 
tric lighting is inadequate in all offices and vaults except those of the 
assessor and of the treasurer; ventilation is good, and accommodations for 
users are sufficient. Additional space to store records is needed in the 
assessor's office, the treasurer's office vault, and the welfare office. 
The foregoing chart shows thet & great many of the records are kept in the 
spacious offices. The chart tabulates location and size of offices and 
vaults containing county records, amount and type of shelving, and general 
condition and percontage of the records in the specified office or vault. 


The records kept in the courthouse are in fairly good condition. 
Early records were kept in haphazard Spanish which was difficult to 
translate. Volumes are uniform ana recording is handwritten or typed; 
indexing is usually alphabetical by names of parties, [Tiled instruments 
are in an excessively chaotic condition. Due to flood and irrigation 
water, the basement storeroom contains from one to four inches of water; 
it is dark and has no ventilation; records are mouldy and illegible. 
Because most of the records which had been stored here have been destroyed 
or lost, there is an irregularity of datos in records, few records exist- 
ing before 1870. Although this vault is crowded, it would not be advisatle 
to conserve wasted space as records stored here are eventually destroyed 
by moisture, and it is recommended that the records now stored in this 
vault be moved to some other location. 


Conejos County offices not in the courthouse are maintained in private 
homes. One of the justices of the peace keeps his records in his home, 
two blocks from the post office building in Antonito. The records of the 
other justice of the peace, who lives back of the courthouse, have all been 
destroyed by fire and water. The two constables in Conejos County operate 
in conjunction with the justices of the peace and have no offices. 


The office of the county attorney is located on Main Street in Anton- 
ito; he is not required by law to keep any records. 


The physician to the board of health lives in Antonito, Colorado, and 
he keeps his records in his homo, 


Ihe office of the district attornoy for tho twelfth judicial district, 
of which Concjos County is a part, is in the county courthouse in Alaomosc, 
Colorado, where his records, which are not available to the public, are 


kept e 


The office of the coroner is in Manassao, Color-do; his records are 
all turned over to the district courte. The water commissioner for Water 
District 21, which includes the northern part of Conejos County, maintains 
his office in his home in Lea Jara, Colorado; thc water commissioner for 
District 22, which includes the southern helf of Conejos County, hes an 
office in his home in Manassa; the rccords of both are kept in thcir homes. 


Because of population restrictions, there is no probation officer i. 
Conejos County, There is also no regularly elected surveyor; the commis- 
Sioners hire one by the dav for cny work neccsscry to be done. 
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Conejos County shares an agricultural agent and a home demonstration 
agent with Alamosa County. Both orfices are located in Alamosa, Colorado, 
where their records are kept. 


To prevent the destruction by yearly flood and irrigation waters of 
old records that are now valuable and new records which will eventually 
become of value, it is recommended that the records stored in the basement 
storeroom be transferred to some drier location more suitable for their 
preservation, 


It is further recomnended that carefully selected matcrial of a 
historical nature or that having commercial value to the county be per- 
manently preserved in some centralized location, such as the State Office 
Building in Denver where, with the records selected for preservation from 
other counties, they should become the nucleus of a state archival depart- 
ment for Colorado.

appoaring olsewhcre in tho invontory,. In both instancos tho description 
of tho master entry shows the title and cntry numbers of tho record from 
which the crosseroference is mado, Dates shown in the doscription of thc 
master cntry are only for the part or parts of the rocords containcd 
thorcin, and are shown only whon they vary from the dato item given in 
tho titlo lino of tho mastcr ontry.

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I. BOARD OF COUNTY CONi:ISSIONERS 


Office: The first board of three commissioners for Conejos County 
was appointed in November, 1861 by Governor Gilpin to serve until the 
first election held by the county in December, 1861 (L, 1961, p. 47). 
Annually thereafter, the county at large elected from one of the three 
commissioner districts in rotation one commissioner to serve a three-year 
term (L. 1861, p, 84, sec. 10) until the adoption of an amendment to the 
constitution in 1902 changed the term to four years and provided that 
commissioners be elected two and one alternately and biennially (Const., 
art. XIV, sece 6). 


Tho official oath of each commissioner, endorsed upon his certifica'o 
of election, was considered sufficient surety (Le 1861, pe 06, sec, 12; 
C.SeAe, Che 45, sec. 10) until 1881, sinco which time each commissionor 
has been required to givo bond for the faithful discharge of his dutics 
(Le 1881, pe 96, sec, 1; C.S.A., ch, 45, soc, 67), which bond must moct 
the approval of tho judge of the district court, be filed with the clerk 
and recorder, and be recorded on the county records (Le. 1881, p. 98, 
soc, 6; C.S,AÀ., ch. 45, soce 71)3 in Concjos Count: these bonds are in 
the amount requirod for countics paying class scven commissionor salarios 
(L. 1881, p. 97, sec, 2; C.9.À., ch. 45, soc, 68). In addition to their 
salarios, commissioners arc allowed mileago whon traveling on official 
em the county (Le 1861, pe 86, sec. 14; C.S.h., che 66, 
soc, 82). 


Administrativo Dutios: Tho board of commissioners is tho administra- 
tive body of the county (129 P, 201), Since tho first torritorial stetutcs 
of 1861, the board of county commissionors has bcon required to mcot at 
stated intervals and to sit with opon doorse Any two commissionors cre 
compotont to transact busincss, and the board of commissioncrs cstablishos 
its own rulos rovorninp such transactions. Thc scal of the board of come 
missioncrs is the scal of the county. (Le 1861, p. 88, sco, 21; C.S.4., 
che 45, SOC o 12.) 


The powers of thc board of commissioncrs, as detailed by statute in 
1861 end continucd unchanged to tho present timc, arco: "First, to make 
such orders concerning the property bolonging to the county as they may 
doom expodiont; socond, to oxaminc and scttle all accounts of the reccipts 
ond oxponscs of the county, end to cxaminc and scttle and allow all ac- 
counts chargoablo against tho county, and when so sottlcd, thev may issuc 
county warrants thercfor cs providod by law; third, to build and kocp in 
repair county buildings, and causc the same to bo insured in tho name of 
the county treasurer for the bencfit of the county, and in the case there 
gro no county buildings, to provido suitablo rooms for county purposcs; 
fourth, to apportion end ordor tho lcvying of taxes as provided by law, 
and to contract loans in the neme of and for the benefit of thc county 
for the purpose of erccting necessary public buildings and making or ro- 
pairing public roads or bridges when such loans have been authorizod by 
a voto of the legal voters of the county; fifth, to roprcsont the county 
and have the care of tho count: property ond manngoement of the business 
ond concorns of the county in cll cases where no othor provision is mado 
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by law; sixth, to set off, orranize, and change the boundaries of pre- 
cincts in their respective counties (and) to desirnate and zive names 
therefor; seventh, to establish one or more voting places in each elec- 
tion precinct, &s the convenience of the inhabitants may require; eighth, 
to lay out, alter, or discontinue any road running into or through such 
county, and to perform such other duties respecting roads as may be re- 
quired by law; ninth, to grant such licenses and perform such other duties 
as are or may be prescribed by law" (Le. 1861, p, 87, sec, 15, C.S.À,, ch. 
45, sece 25). 


Receipts and Disbursements: "Since 1861"@xe state supreme court sacs, 
"the board of commissioners in each county has had, and will continue to 
have, porfoct control of the funds of the county" (93 C. 400, 424; 26 P. 
(2nd) 1051). The constitution limits the amount of county indebtedness to 
be created by loan for any one ycar (Const., arte XI, sec. 6). Since 1891 
county expenditures havc been limitcd by statute to the amount which is 
provided for in the annual appropriation resolution (Le 1891, p. 111, 
SCCe ls CeSeAce, Che 45, soce 40). The board of com:issioners audits all 
verified, itemized accounts against tho county (L. 1861, p. 90, sece 24; 
C.SeAe, che 45, sec, 43) and if allowed, a warrant therefor, si:ned by 
tho chairman and attcsted by the clerk, is directed to the trcasurer (Le 
1861, pe 90, scce 25; C.S.A., ch, 45, soc, 44), Appoal mav be taken to 
the district court from any decision of the board of county commissioners 
to disallow a claim (L. 1861, p. 90, soc, 26; C.S.A., ch, 45, soc, 49). 
The trcasurer keops dcta&ailod accounts of all reccipts and cxpenditures of 
the county end settles his accounts semi-annually with the board of com- 
missioners, returning to it all paid warrants, which are compared by the 
board with the clerk's record of orders, and the date of canccllation is 
entered therein (Le 1861, pe 89, sec. 29; C.S.A,, che 45, sece 145). 
Since 1861 the board of commissioners hes been required tó prepare and 
to publish a semi-annual statement detailing the receipts, the expenditures, 
and the indobtednoss of tho county (L, 1861, p. 89, sec. 20; C.S.4,., ch. 
45, scc, 193), and einco 1901 to publish monthlv such of its proceedings 
as relatc to the allowance of bills, lotting of contracts, and granting 
of rebatos of texos (L. 1901, p. 147, seo, 1; C.S.AÀ., ch. 45, soc, 45). 


Sinco 1891 it has bcen the duty of the boarc of commissioners to 
audit foo fund accounts of count; officers (L. 1891, p, 312, sec, 21; 
C.S.A., che 66, soo, 39), but in Conejos County, as in most countics of 
Colorcdo, the board omploys ao certified public accountant to perform this 
duty for it, relving on & docision of tho Supremo Court of Colorado ther 
"tho board is not limitod to any spocific means or agency for moking the 
roquirod audit" (27 C.A. 501, 504; 150 P. 224). 


Taxation: Since 1861 the board of county commissioners has ordered 
annually the levy of all toxos (L4. 1861, p. 117, soc, 1; C.S.4A., ch. 142, 
soc. 291). Tox levy ordors and tho annucl tax rcsolution requirod by tho 
law of 1891, which spccifics tho obioct and amounts cpproprictod ther-for 
to bo limitod by the probcblo cmount of rcvonuo to be collected during 
tho fiscal year (L. 1891, ps lll, soc. 1; C.S.A., che 45, soc, 39), arc 
roquirod to be recorded in tho minutes of the procccdinres of the bocrd. 
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Since 1933 the board of commissioners has been required to prepare 
and file with the state tax commission a complete financial plan showing 
all proposed expenditures and all anticipated income for financing them 
(Le 1933, pe 668, sece 65; C.S.A,, ch. 102, sec, 6). 


At the first meeting following the receipt from the state board of 
equalization (tax commission) of its statement of mileare and assessed 
valuations of public utilities in Conejos County, the board of commissio- 
ers must make and cause to be entered upon the record of its proceedings 
an order declaring the mileage and amount of assessment to be placed upon 
the tax roll for the benefit of each municipal corporation since 1877 
(GeLe, seCe 22513 C.S.Ae, che 142, sec, 122), and also for each school 
district since 1891 (L, 1891, p. 293, sec, 3; C.S,A., ch. 142, sec, 122). 


Since 1870 the commissioners have acted as a county board of tax 
equalization for the county (L. 1870, p. 98, sec, 39; Const., art, X, 
sec. 15; C.S.A,, ch. 142, sec, 292). 


Roads: County highways are those constructed and maintained by the 
county, and the board of commissioners is not under the state highwey de- 
partment in its manacement of these roads (Le. 1921, p. 363, sec. 6; C.S.A., 
ch. 143, sec, 97), In Conejos County cach commissioner controls the road 
work within his commissioner district; the board of commissioners appoints 
road overseers who must give an official bond to be approved by thc board 
and e thc county clerk (L. 1895, p, 230, sec, 1; C.S.A., ch, 143, 
sec. č)e 


From 1864 to 1891 the board of commissioners was authorized by statute 
to divido tho county into road districts, and a ro&d oversecr was elcctod 
by each district (L. 1864, p. 127, scc, 2) to care for county roads (Le 
1864, pe 128, soc, 7). Each ovorsoor wos rcquircd to mako an onnual rc- 
port of road poll taxes collected, worked out, or delinquent, of all road 
district rocoipts and czpondituros and thc amount of por dicm cornod by 
him (Lə 1864, p. 128, soc. 11). This offiíicc was abolished br tho law of 
1891, and tho board of commissioncrs was compoworcd to oppoint a gconoral 
road overscer with similer dutics (Le 1891, pp. 303-307). The law of 1895 
amended, though not cxpressly, the act of 1891 by establishing district 
road ovorsecrs appointcd by, and directly responsible to, tho board of 
county commissioncrs who must authorize any oxpenditure of thc county 
road fund (Le 1895, p. 220, soc. 1; C.S.A., ch. 143, sco, 2). District 
road ovorsocrs were requircd by stetuto to mekc ennucl roports to thc 
board of count: commissionors from 1895 (L, 1895, p. 233, soc. 7) until 
1911 (L. 1911, p. 575, soc. 9). Tho road poll tax, croctod in 1864 (L. 
1864, p. 127, soc. 5), was ropoaled in 191% (Le 1913, p. 298, soc, 1). 


Since 1862 the establishment of any county road hrs followed similar 
procedure; A petition showing termini and course, end a sum to cover the 
expense of the view is filed with the board of county commissioners; the 
board appoints & dey for the hcaring, the petitionors serving thc noticcs; 
if the henring proves favorable, tho board appoints tho viowors ond fixos 
tho day of view, the clerk prepares the warrants to viowers which the 
sheriff scrves; the vicwors return to the board of commissionors a plet 
of thc road ond an cstimate of probable costse This procedure and tho 
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minutes of the final hearing held and orders made by the board must be 
recorded at length in the minutes of the board in order to establish its 
jurisdiction in the matter (25 CoA. 482; Pe 1049). If the proposed road 
is established, the road is numbered, the documents ore filed together, 
ond the report and plct ore recorded in the clerk cnd recorder!s county 
road book (L. 1862, pe 94; C.SeAe, Che 143, secs. 44-57). 


Since the croction of a state highway department in 1909, state high- 
ways within the county cro maintained ct such proportioncto joint expense 
of the stato and the county as the steto highway commissioncrs shall pro- 
scribo (Le 1909, pp. 154, 157, secs. 1, 83 C.S.A., che 143, secs. 96, 
109). The cxtra sossion of 1933 authorized the bonrd of county commis- 
sionors to contract with the stato highway dopartment or cny arency of thc 
federal or state fovernment for the maintenance of state or federal high- 
ways cnd bridges within tho county in ordor to cstablish work for tho un- 
omployod (Le 1933, lst Ex. S., pe 68, sco. 1; C.S.A., che 143, scce 67). 


Irrigation and Drcinegc Districts: Sinco the establishment of stctc 
supervisod water districts in 1879, tho board of commissioncrs of the 
countics into which thesc districts cxtond has recommended namcs of pore 
sons to the governor for nis sclection of a watcr commission-r for appoint- 
mont to cach district (Le. 1879, pe 98, scce 16; CoSeAe, Che 90, scce 321). 


Sinco 1905 the bonrd of county commissioners, upon potition prescntcd 
by ovncrs of the land concorned ond with the approval of tho stoto cngi- 
nocr, has called olections to crcnte irrigation districts (Le 1905, pp. 
249, 250, sccS» 4-93 CeS.A., che 90, scose 432-438) for the purpose of 
financing tho construction of rosorvoirs and ditches. An ostablishcd 
irrigation district votcs tho bond issucs nccosscry (Le 1921, pe 539, 

SCC» 253 CeSeAe, ch. 90, soc. 456) and clects its own officors (L. 1921, 

pe 521, soc, 63 CeSehe, che 90, scce 437) who cortify’ its tax lovy to the 

board of commissioners (Le 1921, p. 541, sec, 27; C,8.A,., Che 90, Scce 

458)e Should tho district desiro to scll water, the board of commissioners 
cs power to fix a meximum rate to be chargod (Le 1887, p. 291, soc, 1; 
C.S.A., ch. 90, soc, 140). 


In 1909 a proccdure similar to thet for tho ostablishment of irriga- 
tion districts was eroctod for drainczgc districts (Le 1909, pp. 245-5262, 
socs, 1-28; C.5.A,., ch. 57, socs,. 1-118), The ordors by the commissioners 
cuthorizing tho ostcblishnont of drcincgc districts or the changing of 
tho boundarics thorcof, with plats of tho districts ar. to bc filod with 
tho recorder of cach county in which any portion of said district lies 
(lig 1911, Pe 516, SOCe 18; CeSehe, che o7, SCCe 18). 


Wolfcro: Since 1877 the county commissioners of Conojos County heve 
acted cs the county bocrd of health (GeLe, sece 20823 C.SeAe, Che 78, 
sece 26) and es such have appointed the physician to the board of health 
(G.L», sec. 2082; C,.S,A,, ch, 79, sec, 28). 


The Conejos County board of cormissioners t.dministorod charity from 


1865 to 1936 (Le 1865, pe 94, sece 6; C.S.A., ch. 124, secs, 1-15), In 
1877 the chairman of the board of county commissioners was desirnated 
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superintendent of the poor (G.L., sec, 444), but in 1915 the duties of 
this superintendent were trensferred entirely to the board of county com- 
missioners (Le 1915, p. 241, sec. 25; C.S.A., ch, 45, sec, 2). Conejos 
County hes no county hospital. 


Since 1868 the board of county commissioners has been empowered to 
confine lunatics and to authorize proper care, the expense to be paid by 
the board and cn account submitted to the probate court for an order to 
the conservator of the estate of the lunatic to reimburse the county; in 
cease of peuper lunctics, the expense accounts are submitted to the auditor 
of state for reimbursement from the state lunccy fund (R.S., 1868, p. 447, 
sec. $1; C.S.A., ch, 105, sec, 31).

In 1925 the board of county commissioners was given authority to de- 
cide upon applications for blind benefit payments to be cortified to tho 
stato blind benefit commission for final epproval (L4, 1925, secs, 1, 8;

County funds for old ago ponsions were orocted in 1933 (L. 1933, 
pe 748, soc, 1), to bo under tho control of tho board of county commission- 
ors (Le 1982, p, 750, soc, 4), and to be edministorcd by the county court 
(Le 1933, pe 755, soc.

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County Officials: The board of commissioners employs & county attor- 
ney when this is judged to be neoessary (L. 1872, p. 7, sec. 1; Const,, 
1902, art, XIV, sec. 8; C.S.A., ch, 45, sec, 64), and is empowered to fill 
any vaconcy which may occur in any county or precinct office except its 
own (Const,, art.

Office: The office of county clork was cstablished in 1861 by the 
first territorial assembly (Le. 1861, p. 91, sec. 1) and continued in 1876 
by tho constitution (Conste, art. XIV, soce 8) and statutes (CeSehe, che 
45, s0Ce 78)» Conejos County elected its first county clerk Docomber 
3, 1861 whon tho county was established, The term of offico has always 
beon for two years (Le 1861, pe 91, sec, 1; C.S.A4., oh, 45, sec, 78), 

Tho county clork, who is ox officio rccordor of doods (L, 1861, p. 92, sec. 
63 C.SeAe, Che 45, soc, 82) and clork of the board of county commissionors 
(Le 1861, p. 92, sec, 23 CeSe/ce, che 45, soc, 82), and rogistrar of land 
titles (Le 1903, p. 316, soc. 9: C.S.4., che 40, soc. 177), gives an 
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official bond for not less than $5,000, which must be approved by the 

board of county commissioners, recorded by the recorder, and deposited with 
the treasurer for safekeeping (Le 1861, p. 91, sec, 1; C.S.A., ch, 45, sec, 
78). The county clerk is required to appoint one deputy, and he may ap- 
point others; his sureties are responsible under his official bond for the 
acts of all such deputies (L. 1861, pe 92, seo. 3; C.S.Á., oh, 45, sec, 80). 
Until 1891, his compensation was on a fee besis only (L. 1861, p. 392). 
Cone jos County is now in the fourth class, Division "B", for county clerk's 
salary (L. 1935, pe. 331, sece 13 C.SeAe, che. 66, sec. 59) and in the fourth 
class for fees (Le 1891, p..200, sec. 1; C.SeAe, che.66, sece 3). In all 
counties the feo for service as clerk of the board of county commissioners 
is $5 per eight-hour day for the time actually employed (Le 1891, p. 212, 
soo. 7; C.S.A,., Che 66, sec, 26).. Since 1891, the county clerk has been 
required to keep a record of all fees and disbursements of his office (L. 
1891, p. 313, scce 19; C.S.A., ch. 66, sec, 38), and to report them to the 
board of county commissioners monthly (L. 1891, pe 312, sece. 203 CeSehe, 
eh. 66, soc, 39) and to the treasurer, who credits them to tho clerk's feo 
fund (L. 1891, p. 314, scce. 223 CoS.A., ch, 66, soc.. 43). 


Elections: The county clerk is chicf election official of the county 
(Be 413, pe 73). He must post and publish all election notices (GeLe, SOCè 
d46, C.S.A., Che 59, scce.10). Notices of officors to be elected for thc 
Torritory of Colorado wore sont by tho secretary of the territory to the 
sheriff to be posted from 1861 to 1877 (L. 1861, pe. 75, sece.10).. sinco 1877 
they aro sont bv tho socrotary of stato to the county clork (GeL.e, scce. 944; 
C,S,A,, che 59, soc, 8). Sinco Sopt. 1912 nominations for oandidatos for 
genoral clections havo boon made by closod primary oloctions (L..1910, p.

241) and with the assistance of two justices of the peace, opens the re- 
turns, and prepares the abstract of vote; the clerk issues certificates of 
election to oll persons entitled thereto (L, 1861, p. 80, sec, 32; C.S.A., 
che 59, sece 246), certifies compensation of election officials to the 
board of county commissioners (L. 1861, p, 80, sec, 33; C,S.A., ch, 59, sec. 
188), and certifies a copy of the abstract of votes to tho secretary of 
state (territory) (L. 1861, p. 80, soc. 34; C.S.A,., oh, 59, sec. 248); since 
1877 the clerk has filed original abstract of votes as & reoord (G4L., sec, 
979; C. S. Ae; che 59, SOC o 248), 


Ballot boxes locked romained in possession of election judges from

Vital Statistics: In 1885 statutory provisions were made for a state 
census bureau for the purpose of taking the first and subsequent censuses of 
Colorado (Le 1885, pp. 61-72, secs. 1-22). A certified, alphabetical list 
of all the population within the county was forwarded by the state comis- 
sioner of census to the county clerk to be preserved for reference (Le 1885, 
pe 70, sece 17). Although these provisions wore not repealed until 1921 
(Le 1921, pe 156, sece 1), the only state census made was that of 1885. 


Certified lists of the enrollment of men cligible for military service 
aro filed by the assessor with the clork and recorder (L. 1879, p. 112, 
S80Ce 23 CoSeAe, Che 111, sec. 2). In Conejos County an enrollment for tho 
years 1886 to 1887 only was found. 


Althouch marriago was designated in 1864 as a civil contract and ro- 
cording roquired (L. 1864, pe 109), licensos for marriago wero not requircd 
to bo issued by the clork of the county until 1874 (Le 1874, pe 181, secs. 
1-4). This licensing rcquiremont, repealed in 1876 (L. 1876, p. 92, soc. 
1), was re-onacted in 1881 (Le 1881, pe 181, soc, 1). Tho licenso and 
cortificato must be returned by tho officiating party to the county clork 
of the county whore issucd (L. 1874, pe 182, soce 23 CeSehe, Che 107, soce 
12) to bo filod with tho application aftor tho cortificato has boon ro- 
cordod (Le 1874, pe 181, soo, 7; C.S,A,, oh, 107, soc, 19). Conc jos 
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County marriage application stubs from 1881 to 1896 were lost in the base- 
ment flood. In Colorado the authority conferred by a marriage license is 
not restricted to the county of issuance, The certificate of marriage 
carries instructions to the minister or officer who shall have solemnized 
the marriage thet he shall execute a certificate to the office of the 
county clerk in the county in which the ceremony is performed within three 
months after the marriage, and he is under penalty to do so (Colorado 
Certificate of Marriage Blank). 


Motor Vehicles: The county clerk, acting as agent for the secretary 
of state from 1913 to 1930 (L. 1912, p. 418, sec. 7), and for the state 
motor vehicle department fror 1931 to date (L. 1921, p. 494, seo. 14; C.S.A. 
ch. 16, sec, 93), has granted registration numbers, drivers! licenses, and 
until Ausust 4, 1937 certificates of ownership, or of title for motor ve- 
kiclese Since 1931 the county clerk has also been required to keep a 
record of owner and vehicle under registration number bv owner's name, 
numerically under engine and serial numbors, and alphabctically by typo of 
vehicle (Le. 1931, pe 503, sece 203; C.S.A., ch. 16, sec, 109). In order to 
prevent automobile thefts (76 C. 319; 231 P. 158), bills of sale, certifi- 
cates of ownership, and assigmments therefor were recorded from 1919 to 
1925 (L. 1919, Exe Se, pe 18, secs. 6, 7) when an act for the protection 
of titles approved April 15, 1925 (L. 1925, ch, 186) obviated further neces- 
sity for such recording by requiring certificates of title to be issued in 
triplicate, one copy being sent to the state department, one copy given to 
the omer, and one copy retained by the county clerk as a record (L. 1925, 
pe 377, sec. 23 CoSeAe, ch, 16, sec, 2), Certificates of title are now 
issued by the state motor vehicle department (L. 1937, p. 328, sec, 1), the 
application therefor being made through the county office (Le 1937, p. 333, 
sec, 2). Since 1913 paid chauffeurs have been required to obtain a driver's 
license (L. 1913, pe 417, sec, 4) to be issued by tho county clerk (I. 1913, 
pe 418, soc, 7). Since 1931 privatg owners also have boen roquired to ob- 
tain an operator's liconso for driving (L. 1931, pe 523, soc. 52; C.S.A., 
ch. 16, scc. 133) and since January 15, 1936 both chauffcurs and private 
owncrs have bcen required to pass e# examination before recciving a driving 
licenso (Le 1935, pe 753, soc. 16; G,S.A., ch, 16, soc, 122). Daily ro- 
ports arc made to thc stato motor vdghicle department of the results of 
cxamination of oach individual, and numbers of licenses issued, and dupli- 
cates of thcso roports aro filcd by *tho county dopertmont with the origina!

The laws of 1903 added the duty of registering land claims (Torrnes 
titles) to the office of the recorder (Le 1903, ppe 319-344; C.S.A., ch, 
40, secs, 185-252). 


Irrigation: Since 1893 water deeds have been recorded in the office 
of the clerk and recorder in the same manner as real estate deeds (L. 1893, 
pe 298, sec, 1; C,S.A,, ch. 40, sec, 2), Since 1881 duplicates of irriga- 
tion maps, filed to ostablish water priority rights for reservoirs, ditches, 
or canals are recorded after receiving the approval of the state engincor 
(Le 1881, Pe 162, SOC, 23 C,S.À.; ch, 90, SOC o 21). 


Mines: Since 1874 location certificatos for miner's claims (L4, 1874, 
pe 186, sec, 33 CoSeAe, che 110, soc. 179) and affidavits of annual labor 
performed in mines (L. 1874, pe 189, sec. 153 C.SeAe, ch, 110, soc, 181) 
have boen required to bo recorded in tho office of the county clerk and 
recordor, 


Roads: Since 1862 documents concorning ostablished county roads have 
been required to be recorded in the clerk and recorder's county road book 
(Le 1862, Pe 94; CeoSehe, che 143, SOC ə 54). 


Porsonal Property:  Chattol mortgazos wero roóquirod to bo rocordod at 
length from 1862 to 1889 (Le 1862, pe 90, sec. 4), whon chattel mortgagos 
to the value of $300 were held to be of record if filed and indexed in the 
general index (Le 1889, pe 53, sece 1). In 1917 values for chattel mort- 
gages which might be filed and indexed were increased, and the recorder 
was required to set up a separate chattel mortgage index (Le. 1917, pe 130, 
sec, 12; C.S.A., ch, 32, sec, 14); from 1889 to 1916 the Conejos County 
clerk and recorder indexed filed chattol mortgages in a filing index and 
indoxed recorded chattel mortgages in the general index. From 1916 to 
1932 both filed and recorded chettcol mortgages were indexed in theo genoral 
index. It was not until 1932 that o scparatc chattel mortgage index was 
sct up in tho county. 


Stock brands, after rocording, arc personal property (L. 1913, p. 144, 
soc. 7; C.S.A., che. 160, soc, 9). Brands wore recorded in tho county from 
1864 until 1885 (L. 1864, p. 110, soc. 75), whon the socrctary of state 
was givon supervision of state brand records (Le 1885, pe 332, scc. 1), 
statc brand books and thcir supplements to be scent to thc recordor (L. 1885, 
pe 333, sCCe 8)3 since 1913 tho stato board of stock inspection commission - 
ers controls brand records (Le 1913, pe 142, secs. 23 CoSeAey Che 160, scc. 
4). No brand may bo lawfully recorded in county records, unless previously 
recordod in tho stato rocords (Le 1885, pe 333, soce 63 CeSeAe, Che 160, 
soc. 7). Notices of cstreys woro required to bo rocordod from 1861 to !^^5 
(Le 1861, pe 90, soc. 32), when they passod to tho control of tho statc 
board of stock inspection (Le 1903, pe 215; C.S.A., ch. 160, soc. 148). 
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In order to prevent automobile thefts (76 C. 319; 231 P. 158) motor 
vehicle certificates of ownership, bills of sale, and assignments of bills 
of sale were recorded from 1919 to 1925 (Le 1919, Exe Se, pe 18, secs. 

6, 7), when an act for the protection of titles, approved April 15, 1925, 
obviated further necessity for such recording (L. 1925, che 136; CeS.A., 
che 16, sec. 2). 


Corporations: The first territorial general incorporation act re- 
Quiring all certificates of incorporation to be filed with the secretary 
of the Territory of Colorado, after approval by the board of commissione: . 
(Le 1862, pe 44, sec, 2), was supplemented in 1864 by an enlarged act 
which required certificates of incorporction(L, 1864, p, 49, sec, 1); 
certificates of full-paid capital stock (L. 1864, pe 52, sec. 14) and 
corporations! annual reports (L. 1864, pe 53, sec. 15) to be filed with 
the clerk of each county in which the company carried on its principal 
business, as well as in the office of the secretary of the Territory of 
Colorado. The first general statutes of the State of Colorado recognized 
corporations which had been incorporated under the laws of the Territory 
of Colorado (GeL., sec. 322) and provided for their availing themselves 
of the provisions of the 1877 act by filing with the secretary of state 
and with the recorder of deeds of the counties wherein they were doing 
business certificates accepting these provisions (C.L., sec, 320). Since 
1877 corporations have been required to file with the recorder of deeds 
of each county in which the principal business of the company is carried 
on, certified copies of original certificates which have been filed and 
recorded in the office of the secretary of state, such as: certificates 
of incorporation (G,L., sec, 192; C,9S.A., ch. 41, sec, 6), cortificates 
of amendment of articles of incorporation (G.L., sec, $02; C.S.A., ch. 41, 
soc, 6), certificates of full paid stock (G.L., soc. 202; C.S.A., ch, 41, 
sec. 37), certificates of business and agent (G.L., sec, 213; C.S.A., ch. 
41, sec. 110) and certificates of impression of corporate seal (GeL., sec. 
194; C.S.A,, ch, 41, sec, 78). Corporations annual reports (G.L., sec. 
206) which were discontinued as county reports in 1901 (L, 1901, p, 121, 
sece 13) are still to be found in the office of the secretary of state 
(L. 1901, p. 121, sec. 11; C.S.A., ch. 41, sec, 80). Since 1891 notices 
of voluntary dissolution by stockholders (Le 1891, p, 95, sec, 1; C,S.A., 
che 41, sec, 64), since 1899 certificates of rénewal of corporations (L. 
1899, pe 164, sece 23 CoSeAe, che 41, sec. 59), and since 1915 certifi- 
cates of resignation of officials (Le 1915, p. 178, sece 13 CeSeAe, ch. 
41, seo. 82) have been required to be filed in the same manner as certi- 
ficetes of incorporation. 


Certificates of non-profit corporations are required to be recorded 
at length (GeLe; SOC o 2293; CoS ehe, ch, 41, Sec. 173). 


Since 1874 certificates of partnership have been required to be filed 
in the office of the clerk of every county in which the principal busincss 
is to be carried on, there to be recorded at length (L. 1874, p, 199, sec. 
4; CeSeAe, Che 123, soce 79). 


From 1889 to 1933 all building and loan associations were required tv 


file copies of their by-laws with the secretary of state and with the clerk 
and recorder of the counties in which their principal business was carried 
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on (Le 1889, p. 45, sec, 5). From 1897 to 1933 a semi-annual report of 
affairs and operations was also required to be filed (Le 1897, pe 127, 
sece 12). The building and loan code of 1933 repealed these requirement- 
(Le 1933, pe 368, sec, 31). 


Vital Statistics: Certificates of marriaze since 1864 have been re- 
quired to be recorded (Le 1864, p. 109, sec, 8; C.S,AÀ., ch, 107, sec. 19). 


Official Bonds: Since 1864 the bonds of &11 county officials are re- 
quired to be recorded for public inspection (Le 1864, p. 68, sec, 10; 
CeSehe, Che 117, Sec, 21). 


Butchers? Bonds; Although the statutes require that bonds given by 
butchers shall be approved by the county commissioners and filed with the 
clerk of the county (R.S., 1868, p, 89, sec. 1; C.S.A., ch, 28, sec, 1), 
there is no statute requiring recording of such bonds, 


Notary Public: Since the establishment of Conejos County the bonds 
and commissions of notaries public have been required to be recorded in 
the office of the recorder of deeds (Le 1861, pe 44, sccs. 6, 73 CeSehe, 
ch. 113, secs. 6, 8). Since 1913 the authority of any notary public 
within the county to acknowledge any cortain instrument may bc cortifiod 
as to datc and expiration of his commission by the recorder (Le 1913, p. 
427, soc. 1; C.S.A., ch. 113, sec, 7). 


Miscellanoous: In order that conveyances which havc beon executed 
by an attorney may be seen to have been executed with the assent of the 
grantor, the sworn power of attorney must be recorded in the same office 
in which the conveyances themselves have been recorded (Le 1861, pe. 64, 
sec. 33 CeSehe, Che 40, sece 20). 


Since 1868 duplicates of certificates of mazistracy issued by the 
clerk and recorder and certifying the official capacity of a justice of 
the peace to acknowledge a certain instrument described on the certificate 
(ReSe, 1868, p. 109, sec, 13; C.S.A., ch. 40, sec, 23), &nd since 1913 
duplicates of like certificates for instruments acknowledged by notaries 
public (Le 1913, p. 427, sec. l; C.S.A., ch, 113, sec, 7) have been kept 
in the office of the county clerk and recorder. 


Records: The statutes rcquire all books and papers in the clerk and 
rocorder?!s office to be open to the cxamination of any person...subject to 
the clerk's rules and regul&etions (G.L., sec, 554; C.S.A,., ch, 45, soc. 
176). The state supremo court says: "A wide discretion must nocessarily 
be vested in the county clerk with roference to permitting the examination 
of the records of his (the clerk and rocordor's) office by those other 
than tho omployces thereof" (17 C. 546; 31 P. 172). 


The volumes of record in tho recordor's office arc numbored and ar- 
ranged in chronological scquonce without regard to the type of contonts. 
Bccausce of the spacc roquircd to indicato tho individual volume numbcr of 
any one scrics, tho details of labcling have boen omitted for this officc.

IV. DISTRICT COURT 


A supreme court and a district court were created for the Territory 
of Colorado by the Organic Act, approved February 28, 1861; the supreme 
court to consist of a chief justice and two associate justices who were 
appointed by the President of the United States; the territory to bo die 
vided into three districts with a district court to be held in each dis- 
trict by one of the supreme justices who was to reside in the district 
to which he was appointed (Organic Act, sco. 9). In territorial days the 
third judicial district, of which Conejos County was a part, consisted of 
all southern Colorado; Concejos and Costilla Counties wero attached for 
judicial purposes from 1861 (L. 1861, pe 396, soc, 4), until 1870 (L. 1870, 
pe 61, soc. 4). During territorial days, courts were held at the various 
toms in tho district, and the judge for the district, taking his records 
with him, trevelod from town to town with tho clerk of the district court 
and other officials, witnosses, litigants, and Spanish interpreters (Jor- 
ome C, Smiley, History of Colorado, I: 662). In 1864 tho lcgislativo 
assombly rcdistrictod tho territory, limiting the third district to the two 
Moxican counties of Costilla and Conejos (L. 1864, p. 71, soc, 4) &nd 
&ssignod Judge Armour to this district (L, 1864, p. 72, sec. T). Judge 
Armour, howover, rofuscd to move from his position in tho second district 
to tako over tho third district (Jorome C. Smilcy, History of Colorado, 

I: 652). Whereupon, in 1865 the logislativo assombly assigned Judgo Armour 
to the first judicial district (L. 1865, p. 52, soc, 7), roostablishod 

tho original third judicial district (L. 1865, p, 51, soc. 4), and assign- 
od Stophon S, Harding as its judge (Le 1865, p. 52, soc. 9). 


The district court of tho territory was roquirod by Organic Act to 
be given both chanccry and comaon-law jurisdiction, and authority for 
rodross of all wrongs committod against the Constitution and tho Laws of 
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the United States or of the laws of the Territory of Colorado affecting 
persons or property; each district court was required to devote the first 
six days of every term of court to cases arising under the Constitution 

of the United States, and to exercise the same jurisdiction as was vested 
in the Circuit and District Courts of the United States (Organic Act, sece 
9). In 1876 the constitution of the state provided for four judicial dis- 
tricts, one judge to be elected from each district for a six-year tern, 

and the supreme court to consist of an entirely different personnel (Const., 
art. VI, sec, 12). The general assembly has since increased the number 

of judicial districts to fourteen and the number of judges to twenty-six 
(C.S.A,, ch. 46, secs. 49-80). Conejos County was transferred to the 
fourth judicial district in 1877(G.L., sec, 900), to the sixth in 1881 

(Le 1881, p. 107, sec. 7), and finally in 1891 to the twelfth (L. 1891, 

pe 139, sec. 13) which since 1895 has included Conejos, Costilla, Alamosa, 
Mineral, Rio Grande, and Saguache Counties (L. 1895, p. 171, sec. 1; C.S.^., 
che 46, sec. 75). 


The constitution gives the district court original jurisdiction of 
all causes at law and in equity; jurisdiction in controversies on behalf 
of the people, concerning the rights, duties, and liabilities of railroad, 
telegraph, tolleroad companies or corporations; and such appellate juris- 
diction as may be conferred by law (Conste, arte VI, sece 11). Distinct 
forms of common law and chancery existing during territorial days were 
abolished in 1877 by the Code of Civil Procedure (C.C.P., 1877, sece 1; 
C.C.P., 1925, sec. 1). "Under this code the samo court possesses both 
law and equity jurisdiction" (36 C. 65, 72; 85 P. 642). 


Since 1861 the district court has hed jurisdiction in divorce pro- 
ceodings (L. 1861, p. 360, seo, 2; C.S.A., ch. 56, scc, 3)3 since 1877 
this jurisdiction has been concurrent with the county court whero the 
amount of alimony sought does not oxccod $2000 (GeLe, soce 572; C.S.A., 
che 56, sco, 3). 


The district court had concurrent jurisdiction with tho county court 
in naturalization cases (U.S.RS., 1874, pe 378) until 1906 when naturali- 
zation jurisdiction was vested oxclusively in the district court (Stat. L. 
XXXIV, pt. ii, 596). 


The laws of 1879 gave original jurisdiction in water prioritics to 
the district court (Le 1879, p. 99, soc, 19; C.S,A., ch. 90, sec. 150). 


The Colorado Land Registration Act providos for & public examination 
of land titlos (L4 1903, p. 217, soc, 13; C.S.A., ch, 40, soc, 181) by an 
examinor of titles who is appointed by the judge of the district court 
(Le 1903, pe 319, scce 173 CeSeAeo,y Che 40, soce 186), following applica- 
tions for rogistration of land titlos (L. 1903, pe 316, soc. 93 C.SeAe; 
che 40, soc. 176) and the entry of a decree of confirmation of title and 
registration by the district court (Le 1903, pe. 323, soce 27; C.S.A., 
ch. 40, soc, 198). 


Appellate jurisdiction lios to the district court from the county 
court from judgnents in civil actions (L, 1861, p. 382, soc, 3; C.S.À., 
ch. 46, soc, 165), proceedings to bo in &11 respects de novo (G.L., soc, 
576; C.S.A., ch, 46, soo, 168) &nd from causes in probate (L. 1861, p. 384, 
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sec. 7; C.S.A., ch. 176, sec, 243) which are to be given preference in 
trial over all other civil causes (L. 1885, p, 187, sec, 1; C.S.À,., ch, 
46, sece 119), No eppeal lies to the district court from decisions of 
the county court in misdemeanor cases (IL, 1889, p. 102, sec, 7; C.S.À., 
ch. 46, sec, 176), Juvenile delinquency cases may be transferred to the 
district court for trial any time after the filing of information, and 
before the plea has actually been made (L. 1903, p. 188, sece 73 CeSeAe, 
ch. 46, sec, 183); but appeals may not be made to the district court 
from judgments or decisions of the county court in such cases (L, 1902, 
p. 188, sec, 8; C.C.A., ch. 46, sec, 184). Actions or proceedings within 
concurrent jurisdiction may be transferred from district to county court 
and vice versa (C.C.P. 1877, sec, 440; C.C.P. 1935, sec, 473). 


The district court may grant a writ of certiorari (Le 1861, p. 232, 
sece 5l; CəCePe, 1935, sece 332); writ of mandamus (Le 1861, p. 362, sec. 
1; C.C.P., 1925, sec. $42); subpoena (L. 1861, p. 278, sec, 10; C.C.P., 
1935, sece 380); and any writ necessary to the exercise of the power con# 
ferred upon it by the constitution and laws of the state (C.C.P., 1877, 
sec, 427; C.C.P., 1985, sec. 470), Tho district court hes authority in 
ne exeat proceedings (L.e 1861, p. 190, sec. 50; C.C,P,, 1925, sec, 470). 


District Judge 


From 1861 to 1869 one of the three appointive justices of the supreme 
court to tho Territory of Colorado, acting as judge of the third judicial 
district, of which Concjos County was & part, hold district court in Cos- 
tilla County for thc counties of Costilla and Conejos, which wero ettachcd 
for judicial purposes (Le 1861, pe 295, séc, 4); beginning in 1870 district 
court was hold in Conejos County (L. 1870, p. 59, sec, 3), In 1876 the 
constitution providod for district judges to be elected by cach judicial 
district for six-voar terms (Const., art. VI, soc. 12). Since 1891 the 
twelfth judicial district has olectod ono district judge who has held two 
terms of court annually in Cone‘tos County at timcs provided by statute 
(Le 1891, p, 129, soc, 13, C.S.A,., ch. 46, soc, 76). The statc pays the 
judgo his salary (G.L., soc, 2419; C,.S.A., ch. 66, scc. 52) and it pays 
his trcvcling cxpensc when on court businoss away from his rcsidont county 
(Le 1921, p, 262, scc. 1; C.S.A., ch. 46, soc, 102). 


The state constitution es adoptod in 1876 provided that district 
judges may hold court for cach othcr and shall do so when required by law 
(Const., 1876, art. VI, soce 12). An amondment was added in 1886 which 
also provided for the scloction of a suiteble person to prcsido in» thc 
trial of causos in special casos (Const., art. VI, scc. 12), The tcrri- 
torial law requiring that the request for one judge to act for another 
must bo in writing (R.S., 1868, p. 268, scc. 12) was ncithor ropo&lod nor 
included in tho 1877 statutos, but it was included in tne gcneral statutcs 
compiled in 1882 (G.S., soc, 1081), In 1887 when an cntirolv now code of 
procoduro was adoptod this law w&s ropoclod (L4 1887, p. 267, scc. 5), cnd 
tho following jurisdiction of district court judges wes ostablishcd: Two 
or more district judgos of the same or different districts may preside in 
diffcrcnt rooms for thc trial of diffcrent caus-s in the seme county at 
the same timc (Le 1887, p, 266, soc, 2; C.S.A., ch. 46, scc, 104); terms 
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of court may be held in different counties of the same district at the 
same time by different judges; one judge may adjourn a term to a time 
certain in one county in order to open a term in another county in the 
on or another district (L. 1887, p. 266, sec, 3; C.S.A., che 46, sece 
125), 


Jurors may be summoned and impaneled for each of the judges sitting 
separately, but no more than one grand jury for the district court shall 
sit in any one county at any one time (Le 1887, pe 262, sec, 7; C.S.À,, 
ch. 46, sec. 113), 


The district judge appoints a referee to take and certify proof con- 
cerning the priority of water rights of all ditches in the district (L. 
1879, p. 100, sec, 20; C.S.A,, ch, 90, sec, 166), 


Such business as may be done out of court is transacted by the judge 
&t his chambers (C.C.P., 1877, sec, 439; C.C.P., 1925, sec, 472). He must 
decide within ninety days after adjournment all matters pending (Le 1870, 
pe 66, sec, 1; C,.S.A,, ch. 46, sec, 116), and failure or neglect to do so 
forfeits his salary for the quarter (Le 1870, pe 66, sece 23 CoSehe, Che 
46, sece 117); but this does not authorize the entry of a judgment in 
vacation or at chambers (21 C.A., 28; 121 P. 151). 


The district judge submits to the state auditor an itemized, verificd 
statement of expense accompanied by an affidavit that there is no matter 
pending decision which has boen delayed boyond the ninety-day limit (L. 
1870, p. 66, sec, 3; C.S,ÀA,, che. 46, seco, 118). 


Clerk of the District Court 

A clerk for cach judicial district, to bo appointed by tho district 
judge and to hold office at the pleasure of tho court for which he was 
appointed, was authorizod in 1861 by the Organic Act (Organic Act, soc, 9) 
and continued in 1876 by the state constitution (Conste, arte Vi, soc, 19). 


The clerk gives a bond to be approved by the district judge (Lə 1862, 
pe 43,5 C,S,A., ch, 117, soc, 1) and filod with tho secrotary of stato (L. 
1862, pe 423; C.S.A,, ch, 117, sec. 3$), This bond in Conejos County is 
limited to tho amount specified by statuto for countios of tho fourth class 
and is set by the judge of the district within this limit (L. 1911, p. 215, 
soc, 1; C.S.A., ch, 66, soc. 2). Tho ronuncration of tho clork was on a 
foo basis (L. 1861, p, 387) until 1891, whon the statutcs provided for a 
salary (Le 1891, pe 210, soc, 7; C.S,À., Che 66, sco, 67), which in Cono jos 
County is within the limit provided for fourth class, division "B" countics 
(L. 1925, p. 321, soc. 1; C,.S.A., che. 66, soc, 59). Concjos County is in 
fourth class for focs of thc district court (L. 1891, p. 200, soc, 1; C.S.A., 
che 66, soc. 3), but since 1921 & stato-wido flat dockct foo is chargcd for 
civil actions (L. 1921, pp. 227-229; C.S,.A., ch. 66, soc, 4). District 
court focs &ro roportcd monthly to tho trc&suror and tho comnmissionors 
(Le 1919, p. 378, soc. 10; C.S.A., che 66, soc, 43), and the clerk kecps 
a pos of feos roccivod (L, 1861, p. 282, soc, 34; C.S.A,., ch, 66, soc, 
10). 
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When for any reason the judge fails to arrive at court, the clerk of 
the district court may adjourn the court (Le 1861, p, 386; C.S.A., ch. 46, 
sece 96) in order to prevent the lapse of the term (8 C, 210, 213; 6 P. 
816). The clerk also adjourns the district court on written order of the 
judge (Le 1897, pe 151, sec. 1; C.SeAe, ch. 46, sec, 12). 


Although direct and inverse indexes were not required by statute 
until 1889 (L, 1889, p. 107, sec. 1; C.S.A., che 46, sec. 1), they have 
been kept in Conejos County since 1877, The clerk of the district court 
is not required to keep separate civil &nd criminal case records unless 
the court orders that a separate journal of proceedings be made in order 
to expedite recording (L. 1891, p. 142, sec. 4; C.S.AÀ., ch. 46, sec, 106). 
The clerk keeps &ll the district court records including & judgment book 
(CCS Pu; 1877, SOC o 208; CeCoPe, 1935, Sec, 248), a judgment docket (Le

A probate court was established in Conejos County in 1861 as author- 
ized by Organic Act (Organic Act, sece 9) and statutes of 1861 (L. 1861, 
pe 382, sec, 1). In L861 the first legislative assembly of the territory 
detailed ministerial duties of probate judge in probate cases (Le. 1861, 
pe 382, sece 5) and also gave to him justice of the peace powers and juris- 
diction in civil cases within the limit of $100 (Le 1861, pe 382, sece 3); 
limited criminal jurisdiction was added to justice of the peace powers in 
1862 (L. 1862, p. 55, sec, 1). In 1865 the amended Organic Act authorized 
the probate court to bo given chancery, as woll as common law jurisdiction, 
within a $2,0CO limit of claim, and authority for the redress of all wrongs 
committed against the laws of the territory (Amendment to Organic Act, 1862, 
sec, 3); theroupon, in 1864 the lorislativo assombly established the pro- 
bate court as a court of record having a seal and having concurrent juris- 
diction with the district court in all civil cases in law and in cquity 
within this limit (L. 1864, pe 119, scce 9), appoals %6 lie tothe suprere 
court (Le 1864, pe 91, sec, 14); but in 1865 this concurrent jurisdiction 
was limited to suits for recovery of money or property within $2,000 value 
(Le S pe 98, soc, 3), appcals to lio to district court (L. 1865, p. 98, 
SECe 4 e 


The county court, creatod as a court of record by constitution in 
1876, was givon original jurisdiction in all matters of probate, and such 
othor civil and criminal ;urisdiotion within the limit of $2,000 es may be 
conferred by law (Const., arte VI, sec. 22). The statutcs of 1877 gave the 
county court concurrent jurisdiction with the district court in civil actions 
within constitutional limit (G.L., soc. 571; C.S.A., che 46, soce 156). 
Concurrent jurisdiction with tho district court in cases of misdemeanor w&s 
not given to the county court by statute until 1889 (L,. 1889, p. 101, scc. 
1; C.S.A., Che 46, soce 170), and the statc suprome court states that this 
jurisdiction is all-inclusive (80 C. 342, 242; 251 P, 540). 


In 1903 original jurisdiction in juvenile delinquency cases was given 
to tho county court (Le 1903, p. 187, soc. 1; C.S.A., che 46, sec. 177), 
writs of error to lie from tho supreme court with no appeal lying to dis- 
trict court (Le 1903, pe 188, sco, 8; C.S.A,., Che 46, sco. 184). As 
Conejos County is a fourth class county, juvenile records aro not required 
to be kept scparately (Le 1907, pe 179, soc, 25; C.S,A., ch. 33, sco, 54).

The county court has had original jurisdiction in proceedings in 
lunacy since 1868 (R.S., 1868, pe 442, sec. 13 C.S.A., ch. 105, sec, 2), 
and this jurisdiction is unlimited (18 C, 282; 33 P. 157). 


The county court had concurrent jurisdiction with the district court 
in naturalization cases (U.SeRS., 1874, pe 378) until 1906 when naturali- 
zation jurisdiction was vested exclusively in the district court (Stat. L.

Since 1877 the county court has had concurrent jurisdiction with the 
district court in actions of divorce and alimony wherein not more than 
52,000 alimony is asked (G.L., seo. 572; C.S.A., ch. 56, sec. 3$). 


In 1907 the county court was given original jurisdiction in cases 
awarding custody of dependent children (Le 1907, pe 361, sec. 2); in 1912 
an initiated act created compensation for mcthers of dependent children 
to be paid by board of county commissioners in amounts to be designated 
and ordered by the county court (Le 1913, p. 694, sec, 1); in 1919 a 
mothers! compensation fund was created for the purpose of carrying out 
provisions of this act (L4. 1919, p. 531, sec, 1; C,.S,.A,, ch. 33, secs, 2, 
7, 9). The Welfare Act of 1936 transferred &dministration of mothers! 
compensation fund to the department of public welfare (Le 1936, 2nd Exe Se, 
Pe 74, seCe 38; C.S.A,, Che 32, seo.

Old age pension funds were administered by the county court from 1933 
(Le 1933, p. 755, sec, 11) until 1936 when this duty and the records there- 
of were transferred to the department of public welfare (L. 1936, 2nd Ex. 
S., pe 37, sec, 385; C.S,A,, ch, 119, sec, 3). 


The county court is, in point of jurisdiction, inferior to district 
courts, being limited and statutory (14 Ce 18; 22 P. 1053) a&nd subject t: 
review by writs of certiorari from the district court (C.C.P., 1877, ch. 
293 CeCePe, 1935, che 29). 


Appeals may be taken to district court from judgments and decrees of 
county court in probate actions since 1861 (Le 1861, p. 384, sec, 7; C.S.A., 
che 176, sece 243), in civil actions since 1865 (Le 1865, p. 98, séce 4; 
CeoSeAe, che 46, sec. 165), but not in misdemeanor actions (Le. 1889, pe. 102, 
SOCe 73 CeSeAhe, Che 46, Sece 176). 


Writs of error lie from the supreme court to every final judgment or 
decree of the county court (Conste, arte VI, Sece 23). 


The county court has had appellate jurisdiction from judgments of 
justices of the peace in all civil and criminal actions since 1864 (L. 1864, 
pe 118, sec. 4) but no appeal lies to the district court from any judgment 
given by the county court upon an appeal from a justice of the peace court 
(GeLe; SCCe 1599; C.,S,AÀ.; che 96, SCC e 140).

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County Judge 


The first probate judge-justice of the peace in Cone jos County was 
elected in 1861 (L. 1861, p. 91, sec. 1), the office being authorized by 
the same acts which created the probate court (Organic Act, sece 9; 

Le 1861, pe 382, sec. l). The probate judge was elected by the county for 
a two-year term and gave bond to be approved by treasurer from 1861 to 

1864 (L. 1861, p. 91, sec, 1) and to be approved by board of county com- 
missioners after 1864 (L. 1864, p. 44, sec. 2). His compensation within 
the $500 & year limit was on & fee basis (L. 1861, p. 91, sec, 2), goverred 
according to the power he was exercising, either as a probate judge or as 

a justice of the peace (L. 1861, p. 390). He was required to file all orir- 
inal papers and to keep a record of all probate business done by or befo: : 
him (L. 1861, p. 91, sec, 2; p. 282, socs, 5, 6, 10); he oxercised detailed 
ministerial powers in probate (L.e 1861, pe 38%, sec. 5), and judicial powers 
as justice of the peace (Le 1861, p. 282, sec. 3). After 1865 he was per- 
mitted to act as clerk of tho probate court, and to receive tho feos thcrc- 
for (L. 1865, p. 98, sec, 10); he issued &ll processes noecossary to onforcc 
decrees (Le 1861, p. 382, soc. 13), citations and attachments in probato 
cases to be issuod to and served by any sheriff in any county in the terri- 
tory (Le 1861, pe 383, sec, 5). In 1876 tho offico of probete ?;udgo was 
succeeded by that of county judge (Const., 1877, art. VI, sec. 22). 


The constitution provided for the county judge who was to be clccted 
fram tho county at large for a throo-ycar torm (ibid.); in 1902 this torm 
was changed by constitutional amendment to four ycars (Const., art. VI, 
soc. 22). Thore aro no spocific qualifications for oligibility as county 
judge other than gencral constitutional provision that any officer shall 
bo a qualifiod oloctor, and shall have boon a rcesidont of the county for 
one year preceding cloction (Const,., art. XIV, soc, 10); ho ncod not bc 
educatod in the law (16 C. 274, 283). The county judgo gives bond to be 
approvod by tho board of county commissionors (G.L., soc, 1936; C.S.A., 
ch. 117, soc, 6), filod with county clerk (G,L., sea. 1950; C.SeA., che 
117, sec, 19), and recorded in records of the county (G.L., sec, 1952; 
CeSeAe, ch, 117, sec, 21). Conejos County is in fourth class, division 
"B" for salary of judge (L. 1935, p. 3232, sec. 45; C.S.A., ch, 66, sec, 59). 
In addition to sitting as judge of the Conejos County court, the judge, as 
a state official (53 Ce. 527; 127 Pe. 930), may sit with any other county 
judge throughout the state in order to expedite hearings (L. 1909, pe 231, 
seCe 13 C.SeAs, che 46, sec. 188). 


When criminal jurisdiction was given to the county court in 1889 
(L. 1889, p. 101, sec. 1; C.S.A., che 46, sece 170) the judge was author- 
ized to dispense with or to order additional panels of petit jurors (L. 
1889, p. 101, sec. 3; C.S.A., ch, 46, sec, 172). 


The county judge may appoint a clerk of the county court (Gele, sece 
974; C.S.,A,, ch. 46, sec, 191); when necessary he has authority to appoint, 
with approval of the board of county commissioners, a probation officer 
Tor delinquent juveniles (Le 1903, p. 182, sec, 8; C.S,.A., ch. 23, sec, 60). 
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Clerk of County Court 


When the Conejos County probate court was designated as & court of 
record in 1864, the statutes authorized the county clerk to act as clerk 
of the probate court (L. 1864, p, 117, sec, 7); but in 1865 the probate 
judge was authorized to act as clerk of the probate court (Le. 1865, pe 98, 
sec. 10), In 1877 the statutes authorized the county judge to appoint a 
clerk of the county court who must qualify and rive bond as the clerk of 
the district court, or the judge may perform the clerk's duties and re- 
ceive the fees and compensation therefor (GeLe, sece 5743 CeSele, che 46, 
sece 191); accordins to a supreme court decision, the clerkts bonds are 
filed and recorded as are those of the county judge (79 C. 300; 245 P. 
490). Conejos County had a clerk of county court until 1919 when Culver 
Ae Green, who had been appointed as clerk of county court in 1915 (Le 1915, 
pe xxviii, County Officers), was elected as county judge, and chose to 
perform the duties of clerk as well (Le 1919, pp. xxi, xxii, County Officers) 
his successor, J. Fidel Chavez, who took office in 1937 also acts as clerk 
of county court (Le 1937, ppe 14, 15, County Officers). 


The fees for duties as clerk of county court in filing provate and 
criminal actions are those prescribed by statute for class four counties 
(Le 1891, pe 200, sec. 13 CeSeAc, Che 66, sece 3)e In 1921 a state-wide 
flat docket fce of $7.50 or $12.50 was fixed for civil actions, according 
to the kind of action, as a total cost for plaintiffs to pay, and a foe 
of 35.00 for the appearance of the defendant, which focs are to be in full 
for all services by clerks of courts of record up to and including enter- 
ing judgments (Le 1921, ppe 227-229, sec. 1; C.S,A., ch. 66, sec. 4). In 
1935 Conejos County was placed in class four, division "B" for salary of 
judge and of clerk of county court (Le 1935, pe 234, sece 43 CoSeAe, Che 
66, sec, 59), The clerk of county court is required to keep a record of 
fees and expenditures (L4. 1891, p, 312, sec, 19; C.S.A., ch. 66, sec, 38) 
and to report them monthly tò board of county commissioners (Le 1891, pe 
$12, Sece 20; CeS.As, Che 66, sece 39) and to county treasurer (Le 1891, 
pe $14, seCe 223 CeSehe, Che 66, sece 43). 


The clerk of county court has powers and duties similar to those of 
the clerk of district court (GeLe, seCe 5743 CoSehe, che 46, sec. 191). 


The clerk of county court, with the sheriff, draws jurors for misde- 
meanor actions from a jury list selected by board of county commissioners 
(Le 1889, pe 101, sece 23 CoSefey Che 46, sec. 171), but jurors in civil 
cases are summoned in open venire (G.L., sec, 580; C.S.A., ch, 46, seo, 162). 


Since 1897 the clerk may adjourn court on written order of the judge 
(Le 1897, pe. 151, sec, 1; C4.S,A., ch, 46, sec, 12). 


The clerk is required to keep direct and invorsé indexes of the re- 
cords of his office (Le 1889, p. 107, soc, 1; C4.S.A., ch, 46, sec, l)e 
Separate indexes for probate cascs have been kept in Conejos County since 
1878, but in 1904 indexes for civil and criminal case records were dis- 
continued as separate volumes, and each volume of court record has a self 
contained index, 
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Among the minutes of court proceedings, the clerk of the county court 
is required to keep an entry of adjournment (C.C.P., 1877, sec. 410; C.C.P., 
1935, sec. 454), an entry of agreement for reference (C.C.P., 1877, sec. 
187; C.C.P., 1925, sec. 223), an entry of special verdict (C.C.P. 1877, 
sece 180; C.C.P.. 1935, sec. 219), aa entry of verdict (C.C.D., 1877, sec. 
182, C.C.P,, 1935, seo. 222), and.entry of waiver of jury trial (C.C.P., 
1877, seo, 184; C.C.2., 1935, sec, 196). 


Among the records required to be kept by clerk of the county court 
are-a judgment book (C.C.P., 1877, sec. 208; C.C.P., 1935, sec. 248), a 
judgment docket (C.C.P., 1877, Sece 212; C.C.P., 1935, sece 250), a calen- 
dar of cases pending (C.C.P., 1877, sec. 156; C.C.P,. 1925, soc, 192), & 
sheriff's execution docket (G.L., sec. 141; C.S.A., ch, 92, sec, 12), and 
a register of actions (C.C.P., 1877, sec. 398; C.C.P,, 1955, sec, 416), & 
probate court dooket (G.L., sec. 587; C.S.A., ch. 46, sec. 121), all wills 
presented for probate (G.L., sec, 2812; C.S.A,, ch. 176, sec, 49). 


The clerk of county court is required to file all papers of court 
cases in his office, from which they are not allowed to be removed except 
upon order of the court or judge (C.C.P., 1887, sec. 453 C.C.P., 1925, 
sece 51), or upon order of the supreme court to transmit papers to the 
clerk of the supreme court (Le 1911, p. 17, sec, 22; C.C,.P,, 1935, sec.22). 


Since 1861 executors, administrators, guardians, and conservators have 
been required to give appointment bonds to be fixed and approved by the 
probate judge from 1861 to 1877 (L. 1861, p. 384, sec. 10), and by the 
county judge since 1877 (G.L., sec, 2826; C.S.A., ch. 176, sec, 95). Since 
1903 executors, administrators, guardians, and conservators, when author- 
ized by will and subsequent court order to sell real estate entrusted to 
their care, have been required to give bonds on sale to be fixed and ap- 
proved by the court, and no sale is valid without such bond (L. 1902, p. 
492, sec. 1; C.S.A., ch. 176, sec, 95). Bonds in probate were required 
to be filed in office of judge from 1861 until 1903 (L. 1861, p. 407, sec. 
28; pe 410, Sece 383 De 418, SOC o 62; Le 1903, De 525, Sec. 174, repealing 
GeSe, sece 3519).

VI. JUSTICE OF THE PEACE 


Justice of the peace courts were authorized by Organic Act in 1861 
(Organic Act, sece 9) and continued by the constitution in 1876 (Const., 


arte VI, SOC o 25). 


Two justices of the peace from each voting precinct in Conejos County 
were elected for two-year terms alternately and annually from 1861 to 1877 
(Le 1861, pe 105, sec. 1), Since 1877 justice precincts have beon creatcd 
or changed by the board of county commissioners (GeLe, soce 5513 CoSehe, 
che 96, sec, 1). Two justioos of tho poace for oach precinct wero author- 
ized by tho constitution to be clocted altcrnatcly and annually for a two- 
year torm (Const., 1876, art, XIV, scc, ll) until tho omondmont of 1902 
provided for their eloction at the samc timo for a two-ycar term (Const., 
arte XIV, sec. 11).

Salaries of justices of the poaco in Conojos County are those spoci- 
fied for fourth class, division "A" countics (Le 1913, pe 160, soc. 1; 
CeSeAc, Che 66, soc, 58), and their fecs are thoso spocificd for fourth 
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class counties (L. 1913, p. 276, sec. 1; C.S.A., ch. 66, sec. 3). Re- 
ports of fees and emoluments are required to be made monthly to the 
board of county commissioners (L. 1891, p. 313, sec. 20; C.S.Ae, che 
66, sec. 39), and to the treasurer (L. 1891, pe 914, sec. 225; C.S.AÀ., 
ch. 66, sec. 43), however, these reports are not made in Conejos County 
as fees are never in excess of salary limits (21 C. 144; 40 P. 362). 


Jurisdiction of justices of the peace in civil actions is limited 
to cases where the amount in controversy does not exceed $300 (G.L., sec. 
1597; C.S.A., ch. 96, sec. 6). They have exclusive original jurisdiction 
in cases of assault and battery and affrays in which the people are 
plaintiffs (L. 1861, pe 221, sec. 1; C.S.À,, ch. 96, sec. 7). Original 
jurisdiction in cases of misdemeanor, concurrent with that of the county 
and district courts, was conferred upon justices of the peace in 1925 
(L. 1922, p. 403, sec. 1; C.S.A., ch. 96, sec, 158); jurisdiction over 
misdemeanors in cases concerning improper applícation of water (L. 1881, 
pe 163, sec. 2; C.S,A., ch. 90, secs, 25, 347), according to a decision 
of the state supreme court, is not exclusive (78 C. 313; 241 P. 532). 


Each justice of the peace is required to keep a record of proceed- 
ings and details of all cases tried by him (L. 1861, p. 221, sec. 4; 
C, S.A, ,; che 96, Sece 195). | 


Fines collected are paid into the county treasury (L. 1861, p. 258, 
sece 78; CeSsA., che 48, sec, 521) for allocation into the general school 
fund (Le 1861, p. 164, sec. 71; C.S.A., ch. 146, sec. 34). Such fines 
are required to be reported quarterly to the board of county commissioners 
(Le 1861, p. 238, sec. 78; C.S.A., ch. 96, sec. 171), but no reports were 
found in Conejos County. 


Two justices of the peace are chosen by the clerk and recorder to 
assist in canvassing election returns (L. 1861, p. 80, sec. 32; C.S.A., 
che 59, 86C. 246). 


Conejos County has only one justice for each of its two precincts 
(Certified List of County Officers, 1937-38, Sec. of St. offs). The 
records of only one of the justices of the peace of Conejos County were 
inventoried, those of the other having been destroyed.

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VII. WAGE CLAIMS COURT 


The wage claims court was created by the twenty-eighth general assembly 
(Le 1931, pe 795, sec. 1; C,S.A., Che 97, sec, 271) to provide simple means 
of collecting amounts of $100 or less without great expense (L. 1931, p. 795, 
SECs 23 C.S,À., Che 97, sec, 272). Since 1931 the justices of the peace of 
Conejos County have acted as judges of the wage claims court (L. 1921, pe 
795, sec, 1; C.S,.A,, ch. 97, sec. 271). 


Claims made in the wage claims court may be appealed to the county 
court, and when so appealed the justices make, certify, and transmit to 
the county court a transcript of all proceedings before them (L, 1931, 
pe 799, sec, 65 C.S,A,, ch. 97, sec, 276). No transcripts were listed by 
this survey in the records of the county court. No separate records of 
wage claims were kept by the justice of the peace whose records were in- 
ventoried in Conc jos County.

VIII. DISTRICT ATTORNEY 


The office of district attornoy was created by torritorial statute 
in 1868 (ReS,, 1868, pe 261, soce 1) and continued by state constitution 
in 1876 (Conste, 1876, art, VI, sec, 21). The district attornoy for third 
judicial district, of which Conejos County was a part, was olected bicnnially 
by tho district from 1868 (R.S., 1868, p. 261, seo, 1) until 1876, whon 
the constitution changed his torm of office to three yoars (Const., arte 
VI, scoce 21); tho amended constitution in 1902 extended tomure to four 
years (Const,, art. VI, sec, 21). The bond of tho district attornoy must 
be approved by scerctary of stato (ReSe, 1868, p, 262, soc, 3; C.S.A., 
che 2 soc, l), and oath filed with socrctary of state (Const., art. XII, 
SCCe 9), 


Conojos County, as part of twolfth judicial district sinco 1891 (Le 
1891, pe 139, soc. 133 CoSeAe, che 46, soc. 75), is in third cless for 
foos of district attorncy (Le 1891, p. 221, soc, 1; C,.S,À., ch. 66, soc, 
94) which aro rcportcd annually to soorctary of steto (L. 1891, p. 308, 
soo. 25; CeoSeAe, che 66, soc. 96). Conojos County pays monthly to tho 
district attorney its proportion of his foc carnings noccssary to bring 
his componsation to statutory limit for a district having ono prosiding 
judge (Le 1919, p. 388, soo, 2; C.S.A., ch, 66, scc, 92). 


As an officor of tho Stato of Colorado for his judicial district, 
tho district attornoy appcers in bohalf of tho stato and counties of his 
district in suits ond procoodings in the district court (R.S., 1868, 
pe 262, soc, 4; C.S,A,, ch. 55, sco, 2), Hò gives advice to county 
officors whon rcqucstod (R.S., 1868, p. 262, soc, 6$ C.S,.À,., che 55, 
soc. 5). By the low of 1889 he files information on criminal actions 
(Le 1889, pe 101, soc. 1; C.S.A,., ch. 48, soc, 455) and is prosccuting 
attornoy of the county court in misdomcanors (L. 1889, pe 102, soc, 5; 
CeSehe, che 46, soc, 174). Sinco 1891 he hae collected forfcited 
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recognizances (Le 1891, p. 135, sec. 1; C.S.A., ch. 55, sec. 3) and aids 
the auditor of state in investigations when requested (L. 1909, p. 459, 
sec, 95; C.S.A., ch. 158, sec. 57). From 1868 to 1905 he was required to 
represent the cause against a lunatic at an inquest in the county court 
(R.S., 1868, p. 447, sec. 29) when this duty was transferred to county 
attorney (L. 1905, p. 290, sec. l); but in 1915 he was given concurrent 
authority with the county attorney in such causes (L. 1915, p. 342, sec. 
10; C.S.A., ch. 105, sec. 11). Since 1917 he has been required to appear 
before and advise grand juries (Le 1917, p. 165, soc. 1; C.S.A., ch. 565, 
soc. 6), and to examine witnesses who may be summoned before them, for 
which duty he receives a foe of $10.00 for each days! attendance (L. 1917, 
De 165, 8ECe à; C. S.A. , che 55; 86Cce or 


The district attorney of the twelfth judicial district keeps records 
of open cases for personal use only. His office is located at Alamosa, 
Colorado, in Alamosa County.

IX. COUNTY ATTORNEY 


The office of county attorney was created by statute in 1861 (L. 1861, 
pe 213, sec. 1). The first county attorney in Conejos County was elected 
in 1861 for a four year term (ibid.). Although in 1868 the office of 
county attorney was abolished and the office of the district attorney 
created to take its place (R.S., 1868, p. 261, sec, 1), the territorial 
statutes of 1972 (L. 1872, p. 76, sec. 1) and the state laws of 1877 again 
provided for a county attorney to be employed when necessary by the county 
commissioners (GeL., sece 565; CeSe4e, che 45, secs 64). The amended 
section of the state constitution adopted November 4, 1902 provided that 
the county attorney be either elected or appointed by the board of county 
commissioners (Const., art. XIV, sec. 8). "This section (ibid.) created 
the office of county attorney . . . in the absence of legislation upon 
the subject there is no means provided for filling the office. Therefore, 
there is e e ə no such office as county attorney proper, and the statute 
which authorizes the county commissioners to employ counsel (G.L., 565; 
C.S.A., ch. 45, sec. 4) has not been superseded by this section" (37 C., 
476, 479; 86 P. 352). 


According to the law of 1861, the county attorney prosecuted or de- 
fended civil and criminal suits, indictments, applications and motions in 
the district court (L. 1861, pe 213, sece 2), examined witnesses when re- 
quired by a grand jury (L.e 1861, p. 213, sec. 6), and gave advice to 
county officials when requested (L. 1861, pe 213, sec. 3). These duties 
were given to the district attorney in 1868 (R.S., 1868, p. 262, sec. 6). 
The law of 1872 which authorized the employment of a county attorney (L.1872, 
pe 76, sec. 1), gave to him duties as follows: to prosecute or defend 
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all civil suits in which the county was interested, investigate claims 
referred to him against the county, attend meetings of the commissioners 
unless excused, to assist in questions of law, draw all contracts relating 
to the business of the county, and on request give his opinion in writing 
to the commissioners (Le 1872, pe 76, sece 3)e The statute of 1872 detail- 
ing these duties was repealed in 1877 (G.L., sece 569) and these duties 
have not been detailed by statute since then, but since 1877 the statutes 
require that the county attorney be notified whenever any process in legal 
proceedings against the county shall be served on the county clerk (Gel., 
seo, 4325; C.S.A,, ch, 45, sec, 6). 


From 1877 to 1891 the county attorney collected forfeited recogni- 
zances (Gele, sece 854); this duty was given exclusively to the district 
attorney in 1891 (L. 1891, p, 135, sec, 1; C.S.A., ch. 55, sec. 32). 


In order to institute court proceedings for the purpose of restoring 
lost records, the county attorney since 1889 has been authorized to file 
information with tho district court concerning the loss of maps or records 
which were kept by the clerk and recorder in connection with assessments 
and collection of revenue (L, 1889, p, 308, sec, 2; C.S.A., Che 135, sec, 2). 


The county attorney defends tho treasurer for any error caused by a 
mistake by any other official who may have duties in the registration of 
land titles (Torrens titles) (Le 1903, pe 246, sec. 865 C,S.A., che 40, 
sec. 257). 


The county attorney is required to make a written report to the 
governor of the result of action taken to recover from parents expenses 
for the care of & child committed to any state institution (L. 1905, p. 
296, seo, 3; C.S.A,, ch. 121, sec, 3). Since 1907 he conducts proceedings 
in juvenile delinquency cases (Lhe 1907, p. 363, sec, 55; C.S,A., ch, 33, sec. 
5), from 1905 to 1915 he was sole prosecutor in lunacy inquests (Le 1905, 
pe 289, sece 1) and since 1915 either he or the district attorney has 
authority to presecute such causes (Le 1915, pe 342; C.S.A., ch, 105, seo, li 


Since 1868 any attorney who is acting for the county may institute 
suits for the recovery of that statutory portion of fines which have not 
been claimed by any informer within the legal time limit and which are 
being held by any court official whose tcrm of office has expired (R.S., 
1868, pe 255, sece 2533 CoSeAo, ch, 48, soc, 525). 


County attorneys are not required by law to preserve any recordse 
There are no Conejos County records in the care of the county attornoy. 
For juvenile delinquency cascs, soc entry 217; for lunacy inquests, sco 
ontry 224, 


Xe SHERIFF 


Tho office of shoriff was established in 1861 by tho first territor ..1 
assombly (L. 1861, p, 94, soc, 1) and continued in 1876 by the stato con- 
stitution (Const., art. XIV, sec. 8). The first sheriff of Conejos County 
was clocted to office in 1861 (Le 1861, pe 94, scce l)e He is oloctod for 
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two years and executes & bond (ibid.) to be approved by board of county 
commissioners and filed with the county clerk (Le 1864, p. 67, sec, 7; 
C.S.A,, che 45, sec, 95). Since 1931 the sheriff of Conejos County may 
act as ex officio probation officer for first offense criminals of sus- 
pended sentence (L. 1921, p, 687, sec, 3; C.S.A., ch, 140, sec, 2). 


Conejos County is in fourth class, division "B", for salary of county 
sheriff (Le 1985, pe. 331, sec. 13 CeSeAe, che 66, sec, 59) and in fourth 
class for his fees (Le 1913, pe 276, sece ls CeSehe, Che 66, SeCe Z2). 
Since 1891 the sheriff has kept accounts of all fees and disbursements of 
his office which are reported monthly to board of county commissioners 
(Le 1891, pe 313, sece 203 CeSehe, Che 66, sec. 39), and to treasurer 
(Le 1891, pe 314, sece 223 CeoSeAe, che 66, sec, 43). 


The coroner acts as sheriff when there is no sheriff in county, when 
sheriff is incarcerated (Le 1861, pe 97, sec. 2; C.S.A., ch, 45, seo, 119), 
or if sheriff is & party to (L. 1861, p. 97, sec. 3; C.S,A,, ch. 45, sec, 
120) or personally interested in an action (Le 1861, p. 97, sec, 43 CoSehe, 
che 45, seo, 121). 


As executive officer of courts of record in his county, the sheriff 
serves processes and writs directed to him by courts and other offícos 
(Le 1861, p. 95, sec, 8; C.S,A., che, 46, sec, 211). The sheriff keeps & 
record of execution of all writs (Le 1861, p, 265, sec, 8; C.S.A., ch, 92, 
soc, 12). He must file with recordor of deeds certificates of attachment 
(Le 1861, pe 271, sece 253 CeSeAe, Che 93, soc, 44), of levy and execution 
(Le 1861, pe 271, sece 253 CeSeAe, Che 93, soc, 43), and of purchase of 
land at sheriffs sales (L. 1861, p. 266, sec, 12; C,S.A., ch, 93, soc, 46). 


Since 1861 the sheriff has beon required to summon all grand and 
potit jurors (L. 1861, p. 3896, soc, 6; C,.S.À., ch, 95, soc, 18); sinco 
1874 ho has boon custodian of the koy to the jury ballot box which is 
in the care of clerk of tho district court (L. 1874, p, 170, soc. 2; C.8.4,, 
che 95, soc, 12). The sheriff must be presont at oll grand and potit jury 
drawings made from this box by the clorks of the courts (Le 1874, p. 173, 
SCCe 53; CeSeAe, Che 95, scce 13), Sinco 1861 the shoriff has attondod 
jurics in rotirement (Le 1861, pe 321, soc, 1465; C.S.A,., coh, 48, soo, 493). 


As peace officor of tho county, the sheriff may call to his aid any 
person ho considers nocossary to assist him (L. 1861, p. 95, scc, 9; C.9,.AÀ., 
che 45, soo, 106), 


The sheriff is custodian of the jail and of prisonors therein (Le 1861, 
pe 95, soc, 7; C,S,A,, oh, 45, soc, 101); ho koops a record of jail commit- 
monts and dischargos (L. 1861, p. 108, soc, 65; C.S.A,, ch, 91, soc, 19) and 
of oxponsos incurred in caro of*prisonors (L. 1861, p. 108, soo, 4; C.S.^,, 
ch, 91, soc, 26), 


Tho shoriff conveys prisonors to ponal institut:ons (Le 1897, pe 25 


scc. 1; C.S,A,, oh, 45, soc, 102) and dolinquent boys’ (L. 1881, pe 138, 
sec. 20; C.S,A,, ch, 191, sec, 14) and girls (Le 188l, p. 138, soc, 20;

From 1861 to 1876 the secretary of the territory sent to the sheriff 
notices of elections to be held for delegates to congress or for other 
elective territorial officials which the sheriff posted; he also posted 
notices of special elections for county officers (L. 1861, p. 75, sec. 1C). 
Since 1877 the only election notices sent to sheriff to be posted are 
those calling a special election to fill a vacancy in general assombly 
(G.L., sec. 939; C.S.A., che 59, sec. 304). He keeps no records con- 
cerning these notices. 


Since 1903 the sheriff has acted as fire warden in event of forest 
or prairie fires and is required to report all fires to the state board 
of land commissioners (L. 1903, pe 176, sec. 13 CoSeAe, che 45, sec. 102). 
Per diem and expenses incurred in performance of such cuties aro allowed 
by board of county commissioners (L. 1903, p. 17€, sec. 2; C.S.A., che 45, 
sec, 103). No records are kent of these activities. 


All records kevt by sheriff are in his office, except as specified 
in entry 240. For original official bonds, see entry 45; for recorded 
bonds, see entry 155; for sheriffs' deeds, see entry 95; for recorded 
certificates of levy, see entry 114.

XI. CONSTABLE 


The office of constable was created in 1861 by statute which autnor-- 
ized the election of two constables for each voting precinct alternsetely 
and annually for two-year terms (L. 1861, p. 105, sec, 1); the office was 
continued in 1876 by constitution which authorized two constables for each 
justice precinct to be elected alternately and annuall: for two-year terns 
(Const,., 1876, art, XIV, sec, 11). The constitutional amendment of 1902 
provided for their election at the same time for two-year terms (Const., 
art. XIV, sec. 11). 


A constable must give bond to be approved by the board of commission- 
ers and filed with the county clerk (GeL., sec. 1950; C.S.A., che. 117, 
séCe 19). Conejos County is inthe fourth class for fees of constables 
(Le 1913, pe 276, sece 13 CeSeAeo, che, 66, sec, 3), and their salarios &ro 
thoso specificd for counties of the fourth class, division "A" (L, 1912, 
pe 160, sec, 1; C,S.A,, ch, 66, 580c, 58), Fóo reports roquired by statute 
(Le 1891, pp. 313, 214, seos,. 20, 22; C,.S.A., ch. 66, secs, $9, 43) aro 
not made in Conejos County as fees are never in excess of salary limits 
(21 Ce 144; 40 P, 362), 


Tho constable, acting as a minor peace officer, suppresses all riots 
and unlawful assemblics, apprehends persons committing breach of the peacc 
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or felony, and brings them before the justice of the peace to be dealt 
with according to law. He executes all warrants, writs, precepts, and 
other processes directed to him, and generally performs all things per- 
taining to the office of constable within this state. (L. 1861, pe 235, 
SOC o 66; CeSehes che 96, Sec, 156,) 


Constables are required to pay over fines collected to the justice 
of the peace imposing the fine (Le 1861, p, 238, sec, 795 C.S.A., oh, 96, 
sec. 173). Conejos County has two justice precincts but only elected one 
constable for each precinct in 1937 (Certified List of County Officers, 
1927-38, Sec, of St, off,.). The constables operate in conjunction with 
the justices of the peace in Conejos County, and they koep no rocordse

coroner in Cone jos County was elected in 1861. Ho is elected bicnnially 
and givos bond to be approved by the commissioncrs and filed with county

The foe of tho coronor is fivo dollars por day for each day actually 
omployod in holding inqucsts and fiftoon cents por milo for each milo 
actually travelod for tho purposo of holding inquests; his foos for summon- 
ing and swoaring jurors and witnesses aro thoso prescribod for justices of 
the poaco and constables in fourth class counticss; whon acting in placo of 
tho shoriff ho rocoivos tho samo foos as tho sheriff would havo boon allow- 
od (Le 1861, p. 394, soc, 37; C.S.A., che 66, soc, 85). 


The coroner investigates tho violent or suddon death of any person in 
his county, tho causo of which is unknown or supposod to havo boon by un- 
lawful means, and calls an inquost if he considors it nesessary (Le 1861, 
pe 97, soc, 535 C.S,A,, Che 45, scce 122). Ho is roquired to return to the 
district court tho inquisition, the writton ovidenco, and a list of tho 
vitnossos who tcstify (Le 1861, pe 97, soc, 163 CeSeAo,y che 45, soo, 174). 


Tho coroner acts as shcriff when there is no shoriff in county, whon 
sheriff is incarccrated (Le 1861, pe 97, soce 23 CeSeAe, che 45, soce 119). 
or if tho shoriff is a party to (Le 1861, pe 97, scoce 33 CeSeAo, che 45, 
scce 120) or personally intorested in an action (Le 1861, p. 97, soc, 4; 
CeSeAe, Che 45, SCC. 121). 


Tho Conejos County coroner kept no rocords, but turned thom all over 
to tho district court. 


For coroners inquosts filcd in district court, sco ontrv 185; for 
filod bonds of coronor, soo ontry 45; for rocordod bonds, soo entry 155. 
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XIII. ASSESSOR 


The office of assessor was established by statute in 1861 (L, 1861, 
pe 103, seo, l), and was continued by state constitution in 1876 (Conste, 
art. XIV, sece 8) and present statutes (C.S.A., ch. 45, seo, 164). The 
first assessor of Coneios County was elected at the first general election 
held in 1861, The assessor was elected annually thereafter (L. 1861, p. 
103, sec, 1) until 1876 when the constitution established a two-year term 
(Conste, art. XIV, sec. 8). The assessor is required to give official 
bond to county which must be approved by board of county commissioners 
(Le 1861, pe 102, sece 13 CeSeAe, Che 45, sece 164) &nd filed with count; 
clerk (GeLe, sece 19503 C.S.A., che 117, sec. 19); since 1901 he has also 
been required to give & separate official bond to the state to be approved 
by state auditor (Le 1901, p, 256, sec, 44; C.S.A., ch. 142, sec, 45), 
Since 1861 upon approval of boards of county commissioners (Le 1861, p. 103, 
sece 2) and since 1879 upon the creation of assessment districts by boards 
of county commissioners (Le. 1879, p. 40, sec. l) county assessors may ap- 
point a deputy for each district, who shall take oath of office and give 
bond to the assessor (L. 1861, p. 102, sec, 2; C,.S.A., ch. 45, sec, 165). 
Conejos County is in fourth class, division "B" for salaries of assessors 
(Le 1935, pe 231, sece 13 CoSeAhe, Che 66, sece 59), which are paid out of 
general county fund (Le 1919, pe 374, seGe 1; C.S.A., che 66, sec, 80), 
The assessor is allowed fecs for a certain number of duties, such as list- 
ing property taxed on owner's receipt from tne treasurér when ovmnoer requests 
(Le 1902, p. 110, soc, 121; C.S.A., che 142, sec. 142), taking enrollment 
of mon oligible for military service (L. 1897, p. 185, sec, 4; C.S.A., ch, 
111, sec, 5), and making original listings of crops insured’ under tho State 
Hail Insurance Law (Le 1929, pe 295, sec, 9; C.S.A., ch. 87, sec, 107). 


Since 1861 the assessor submits to each taxpayer a tax schedule on 
which all property, whether oxempt from taxation or not, must be listcd 
(Le 1861, pe 122, soc, 17; C.S.A,., ch. 142, sec, 48); sworn schedules arc 
then returned to the assessor between April lst and May lst (L. 1861, p. 
122, soc. 22; C.S.A., Che 142, soc, 74). From 1861 to 1902 the form of 
tho tax schcdulo was proscribod by statute (L. 1861, p. 122, soc, 18); 
sinoo that timeo the state auditor has beon authorized to prescribe the 
form of these schedulos (L. 1902, p. 65, sec, 52; C.S.A., ch, 142, sec, 
58), but because of diffcront roquircmonts of' various counties, this is 
loft to the discretion of the assessor (Be 412, pe 84). Schedules were 
required to bc preservod (Le. 1861, p. 122, soc, 22), until 1902 when 
statutcs required these schedules to bo &lphebetically filed for & poriod 
of six years, after which time it is permissable to destroy them (L. 1902, 
pe 78, soc, 76; C.S.A,, ch, 142, sec, 77); in Conojos County these sched- 
ules wore not destroved by the assossor (entry 244). From theso tax 
schodules the assessor lists and evaluates all vroperty annually (Le 1861, 
pe 124, soc, 245; C.S,.AÀA,, ch, 142, soc, 48), and sinco 1913 lists proper 
oxtcnsions concorning that property which is excmpt from taxation (Le 191Z, 
pe 927, scc, 25 C.S,.À,, ch. 142, soc, 46); sinco 1870 this assessment roli 
is thon submitted to county board of cqualization for oxamination cnd 
equalization of values (Le 1870, pe 98, scce 29; C.8.A4., ch, 142, scc, 157), 
The asscssment roll is ncithcr dofined nor its form specificd by statutc 
(92 C. 425; 21 P. (2nd) 714). 
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From assessment roll, as corregted by county board of equalization, 
an abstract of assessment was prepared by county clerk from 1861 until 
1893, which was then submitted to territorial census board prior to 1877 
(Le 1861, pe 126, sec. 33), and to the state board of equalization after 
1877 (G.L., sec. 2279); after 1893 this duty was given to the assessor 
(Le 1893, pe 419, sece 523 CoSehe, Che 142, sec, 124), and since 1911 this 
abstract of assessment roll has been submitted to state tax commission for 
equalization and approval (Le 1911, p. 622, sece 20; C,S.A., ch. 142, sec, 
174). After taxes were levied by board of county commissioners (L. 1861, 
pe 126, sec, 33; C.S.À,., ch. 142, sec, 140); from corrected and approved 
assessment rolls and abstracts of assessment, the county clerk prepared 
tax list and warrant for collection for submission to the treasurer until 
1893 (Le 1861, p. 124, sec. 25), when the assessor was authorized to pre- 
pare tax list and warrant under his hand and official seal and submit it 
to the treasurer for collection not later than January lst (L. 1893, p. 
420, sec. 543 CoSehe, Che 142, sec. 140). 


From 1877 to 1911 the assessor received, not later than June 15th of 
each year, certification of assessment by state board of equalization on 
property used or controlled by public utilities within the county (GeL., 
sec. 2251; C.S.A,., Che 142, sece 107)3 since 1911 the assessor has re- 
ceived this certification from state tax commission, created by statute 
in 1911 (L. 1911, p. 612, sec. 1; C.S.A,., ch. 142, sec, 145), which took 
over all statutory powers and duties heretofore exercised by state board 
of equalization (Le 1911, pe 625, sec. 40; C.S.A., che 142, sec, 184). 


Annually since 1911, the secretary of board of directors of each 
drainage district is required to transmit to assessor of each county a 
certified copy of so much of the drainage district assessment book as 
relates to land within county of said assessor, togethcr with certified 
copy of assessment order of board; assessments so certified are enterod 
by assessor upon county assessment roll and by him certified to treasurer 
for colloction (Le 1911, pe 323, sece 565; C.S8.4., ch. 57, soc, 65). 


The assessor valuates lands lying within irrigetion districts in or 
extending into his county in accordance with classificction of the lands 
as to dogroe of productivity and rolctivo apprcised valucs and certifies 
total valuation to board of county commissionors in county wherein such 
district offico is located (Le 1905, p, 259, sec, 19; C.S.A., ch. 90, soc. 
457); tox lovy rctes, whioh aro fixod by such board of county commissioners 
upon receipt of returns of tote.l assessmont and of cortificetes from boards 
of directors of cmounts of monoy required to be raisod (Le 1905, pe 260, 
SCCe 203 CeSeAe, che 90, soc. 458), are ontored by asscssors on tax list. 
end warrants for collection in samo manner as authorizod for gencral toxcr 
(Le 1905, p. 260, soc, 20; C.S5.5., che 90, soc, 459). 


In 1925 a motor vcohicle recistretion act roquirod the assossor to 
propero a seperete tcx list end werrant for collection of texes on motor 
vehiclos (Le 1925, pe 899, soc. 13 CoSete, che 16, socs. 14, 15), but 
this law was ropoclod in 1937 (L. 1927, p. 3233, soc. 7), and a specific 
ownership trex was substitutcd by an cmendnont to tho stato constitütion 
(Const,, art, X, scc, 6). 
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Since 1913, on or before October 25th of each year, the assessor has 
been required to certify to county superintendent of schools assessed val- 
uation of all property within each school district in his county (L. 1913, 
pe 528, sec, 2, C.S.A., ch. 142, sec. 4T). 


Since 1929 the assessor has been required to enter on tax lists the 
number of acres and amount of hail insurance to be collected for each tract 
shown by the schedule of such crops insured (Le 1929, p, 394, sec. 7; C.S.AÀ., 
che 87, sec, 105), and to report weekly to the state hail insurance depart- 
ment of the division of agriculture such necessary information as the de- 
partment mey require (Le 1929, pe 295, sec, 9; C4,S5.ÀA., che 87, sec, 107). 


The assessor has been required since 1883 to collect statistics in 
relation to population, farm operations, principal farm producets, agri- 
cultural resources, and livestock of his county at the time of making 
annual assessment of property (Le 1883, pe 19, sec. 2); these statistics 
were transmitted to county clerk who forwarded them to secretary of state 
board of agriculture to be compiled and transferred to secretary of state 
and printed for distribution (L. 1883, p. 19, sec, 4). In 1889 a state 
bureau of immigration and statistics was created, and the asscssor was 
made ex officio county superintendent of immigration with tho samo duty 
of collecting agricultural statistics (L. 1889, p. 191, sec. 7) and tranc- 
mitting them to state supcrintendent of immigration (L, 1889, pe 191, sec. 
10); but in 1897 this law was repealod (L, 1897, p. 174, sec, 1). Tho lew 
of 1882 requiring the &ssessor to report agricultural stetistics to secre- 
tary of state board of agriculture was not repealed until 1919 (L, 1919, 
pe 635, seo, 9), but although these reports wore made until that ycar no 
duplicatos wore kept by the Conejos County assessor. From 1919 to 1935 
the assossor wes required to forward thc original sheots on agricultural 
statistics not later than Juno lst of cach ycar to the stato commissionor 
of immigration (L4 1919, p, 633, soc, 2; C4,S.A., ch. 84, soo, 9) crcatod 
in 1909 (1. 1909, p. 163, soo, 1). From thoso shoots tho stato board of 
immigration compiled reports for cach county, which were used for publica- 
tion in the Colorado Year Book (Le 1919, p. 633, soc, 25; C.S.ÀA,, ch, 84, 
soc. 9), A tabulated account of these roports for the county, and a copy 
of the Year Book, aro required to bo forwarded to board of county commis- 
sionors and asscssor (Le 1919, pe 633, scce 53 CoSeAe, ch. 84, soc, 12), 
but theso woro not found in Conejos County. In 1935 the commissioncr of 
state board of immisration wes made director of the newly created stato 
planning commission which replaced the stato board of immigration in com- 
ee statistics (Le 1935, pe 1078, soc, 7; C.S,.A,., ch, 157, 
S0Ce 7)e 


Tho assessor receives from statc board of land commissioners on Nay 
lst of each year a list of equities owned or acquired in all state lands 
sold during the year (Le 1919, pe 650, seg. 253 C.S.Ae, che 134, sec. 77). 


Many of the records of the assessor in the basement storeroom were 
destroyed by water,

XIV. BOARD OF EQUALIZATION 


From 1861 to 1870 the county clerk and recorder and the treasurer 
constituted a board with power to equalize assessments, sitting annuclly 
as such board for five days to hcar complaints and correct the asscssment 
roll (Le 1861, pe 125, seo. 31). 


Tho laws of 1870 (Le 1870, pe 98, sec. 39), continued in 1876 by 
constitution (Conste, &rt. X, scc, 15), end by statute (C.L., soc. 2277; 
C,S,A,, ch. 142, soc, 292) provide that the county commissioners consti- 
tute a board of equalization for adjustmont and equalization of assossmont 
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among taxpayerse Following publication of ten days! notice of time and 
place of first meeting by the county clerk (Lə 1870, pe 98, sec. 40; C.S.A., 
ch. 142, sec. 293), two meetings a year are held by board of equalization; 
at first meetings omissions are noted and alterations for equalization are 
made in assessment rolls; notices are then sent by county clerk to all per- 
sons in whose assessments changes have been made, and at second meetings 
erievances are heard and adjusted (Le 1870, pe 98, sec. 393 Gele, sece 2875; 
CeSehe, Che 142, sec. 292). 


"There is generally little tendency for the board to change the val. - 
ations fixed by the assessor, the feeling being that he is best propared 
to pass judgments upon individual assessment... One reason fow protests 
are made to the county board is that public utilitics which are most likely 
to protest valuations are assessed by the state tax commission and not by 
local assossors" (Be 413, pp. 87, 88).

XV, TREASURER 


The offico of county treasurer was created by statute in 1861 (L. 1861, 
pe 99, soc. 1) and was rotained in 1876 by stato oonstitution (Const., 
art. XIV, soc. 8) and statuto (G.L., soc, 526; C.S.A., che 45, soc, 136). 
Tho first treasurer in Conejos County was elected at the first general 
election in 1561. He is elected for a two-year term and gives bond which 
must be approved by board of county commissioners and filed with county 
clerk. (L4, 1861, p. 99, sec, 1; C.94.A,, che 45, sec. 136.) The treasurer 
may appoint & deputy (L. 1861, p, 100, sec. 2; C.S.A., ch, 45, sec, 139), 
and fix his oompensation, subject to approval of board of county commis- 
sioners (L. 1891, p. 212, sece 17; CeSehe, ch. 66, sec, 90). 


Since 1861 the county treasurer has been ex officio collector of te:.es 
(Le 1861, p. 102, sec, 10; C.t.A., ch. 45, sec, 151). Since 1894 he has 
acted as public trustee (L. 1894, p. 51, sec, 1; C.S.À., ch. 40, sec, 53). 
The treasurer is ex officio treasurer of any irrigation district (L. 1905, 
pe 260, sec, 21; C.L.A,., che 90, sec, 398), drainage district (Le. 1909, 
pe 259, sec, 20; C.S.A., ch. 57, sec, 47), or domestic water works district 
othor than those of municipalities (L,. 1913, p. 631, sec. 2$; C.9.A,., Che 
174, sec. 22) when such districts have thoir offices within the county. 


Conejos County is in class four for feces to be chargod by office of 
trcasurer (L. 1891, p. 200, soc, 1; C.S,.A,, ch. 66, sec, 3), and in class 
four, division "D", for salary of county troasuror (L. 1935, p. 231, sec. 
1; C.S.A., ch. 66, soc, 59), Tho Salarios Act of 1891 provides that tho 
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treasurer keep an account of fees and expenditures (Lə 1891, p. 213, 

sec. 19; C.S.A,, ch, 66, sec, $8) and submit each month to board of county 
commissioners a report of all fees, commissions, and emoluments of his 
office (Le 1891, pe. 312, sec, 20; C.S.À,, ch, 66, sec. 39). 


As authorized by statute in 1861, the treasurer receives all money be- 
longing to the county from any source and all other moneys directed by law 
to be paid to him (L. 1861, p. 101, seo, 6; C.S,A., ch. 45, sec, 142), i - 
cluding fines (L. 1861, p. 238, sec. 78; C,.S.A., che 48, sec. 521), keeps 
accounts of receipts and expenditures of all funds (L.e 1861, p. 101, sec. 7; 
CeSefe, che 45, sec. 145), pays warrants of board of county commissioners in 
order of their presentation (L. 1861, p. 101, sec, 6; C.S.A., ch, 45, sec. 
142); and as added thereto in 1868, keeps a registry thereof (R.S., 1868, 
pe 185, sec. 163 C.SeA., che 45, sec, 155), and a daily cash book which 
must be open to public inspection (R.S., 1868, pe 185, sec. 14; C.S.À,, 
ch. 45, sec. 154), and issues receipts for money paid him (R.S., 1868, p. 
185, SOC o 15; C,S,À., Che 45, SOC e 152). 


The county treasurer is required to remit to state treasurer all funds 
collected for the state by his office (L4, 1861, p. 132, sec. 60; C,S,A,, 
ch. 142, sec, 215). 


Tho treausrer makes a semi-annual settlement with the board of county 
commissioners, when he exhibits all books and accounts, and presents all 
cancelled warrants for audit (L. 1861, p. 101, sec. 7; C,S.A., ch, 45, 
sece 145). 


The treasurer is required to keep a fund account for each improvement 
district for which taxes are collected (Le 1891, p. 272, sec. 125; C.S.A., 
ch, 128, soc, 12). 


Since 1905 funds for irrigation districts (L. 1905, p. 260, soc, 21;

No such bonds or investments 
wero accounted for by tho survoy in Conejos County, 
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All county officers are required to keep an account of their fees 
and to file monthly with the county treasurer an itemized statement of 
such fees collected (L, 1919, p, 378, sec, 10; C.S.A., ch. 66, seo, 42). 


As authorized in 1877, the treasurer keeps a separate account with 
each school district in the county (G.L., sec, 2513, C.S.A., ch. 146, sec. 
52). The superintendent of schools certifies to county treasurer amounts 
to be apportioned to each district from the reneral school fund of the 
county (G.L., sec, 2465; C.S.A., ch, 146, sec, 27). The treasurer dis- 
burses school district funds on proper warrant (G.L., sec. 24725 C.S.AÀ., 
ch. 146, sec, 51) and reports all reccipts and disbursements annually to 
superintendent of schools (L. 1883, p. 266, sec, 5; C.S.A., ch, 146, soc. 
51), and quarterly to boards of directors of various school districts, 
returnine therewith cancelled warrants (Le. 1907, p, 5653, seo, 2; C.S.A., 
che 146, sec. 56). The county treasurer is required to pay school district 
bonds in their numerical ordor; consequently, he kceps a record of such 
bonds (G.L., soo, 25275; C.S.A., ch. 146, sec. 136).

From 1868 until 1893 the county troasurcr was authorizod to pay out 
of funds in county troasury which had bcon colloctod for stato (torritory) 
purposcs, bountics on predatory animals for which he received eredit from 
state treasurer (ReS., 1868, pe 479, sede 33 L. 1889, pe 35, sec, 2); 
since 1893, upon presentation of scalp and proper affidavit to county 
treasurer by claimant, said county treasurer has issued an order drawn 
upon state auditor to be paid to claimant through state treasury (L. 1893, 
p. 69, sec, 4; C.S.A., ch. 160, sec, 170). In 1889, an act providing for 
payment of bounties required the treasurer to keep a record thereof (Le 188°, 
pe 36, seo, 3) but this act was held unconstitutional (18 C. 98; 31 P. 714).

Since 1929 the treasurer has been authorized to collect state hail 
indemnity tax (Le 1929, pe 398, sece 143 CeSeAe, ch. 87, sec. 111), to 
credit it to state hail insurance fund and to remit it to state treasurer 
with & report on tax so collected, one copy of which is sent to commis-

XVI. COLLECTOR OF TAXES 


The treasurer of Conejos County first acted as ex officio tax collector 
in 1861 when the office was established by territorial law (L. 1861, p. ice, 
sece 10)3 this duty was continued by state constitution in 1876 (Const., 
art. XIV, sec. 8), and statutes in 1877 (G.L., sec, 625; C.S.A., ch. 45, 
sec. 151). 


As collector of state, county, municipal, and all district taxes with- 
in the county, the treasurer receives tax list and warrant for collection 
of taxes, corrects any errors, and supplies any omissions therein (L. 1861, 
pe 126, sece 324; C.S,A., ch, 142, sec, 140). The clerk and recorder pre: 
pared tax list and warrants from 1861 to 1893 (L. 1861, p. 126, sec. 34), 
when this duty was siven to the assessor (L. 1893, p, 418, scc, 28; C.S.^., 
Cile 142, SOC o 140). 


As tax collector, the troasurer is required to receive all payments 
of taxes, which must be made at office of treasurer, to issue receipts thre) 
for (Le 1861, p. 126, soc, 353 CeoSeAe, Che 142, sec. 193) and since 1917 to 
keep duplicates thercof (Le 1917, pe 515, soo, 1; C.S.A., ch. 142, sec. 194). 
If tax payments are neglocted, he is authorized to make a tax sale of prop- 
orty on which taxcs are duo (Le 1861, p. 127, soc. 29; C.S.A., che. 142, soc, 
198), to enter a return of sales of rcal property in his book of tax sales 
(Le 1861, p. 128, scc, 47; C.S,A,, ch, 142, sec, 240), &nd to íssuo corti- 
ficatcs of purchase to buyers (Le 1861, p. 129, soc, 50, C.S.A., ch, 142, 
scc. 258). 


Since 1877 it hes been tho duty of thc troasurcr of c&cn county bcforc 
making sale of any lots or lands for unpaid taxes to carcfully cxamine anc 
comparc the delinqucnt list with the asscssront roll and block books in his 
offico, to omit fron such sale all lots and lands doubly or orroncously 
assocssod, and to make an itomizod report to the board of county commissicn- 
ers of his county showing such doublo or crroncous assossmont (GeLe, soc, 
23483 CeSeAo, Che 142, soc. 211). No such roports wero noted in Concjos 
County by this survcy. 
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The treasurer checks on taxable corporation shares by demanding 
certificates showing number and amount of shares held (G.L., sec, 2296; 
CeSeAe, Che 142, sec, 205). He keeps & record of &11 uncollectible taxes 
cancelled (L. 1901, p. 339, sec, 205; C.S.A., ch. 142, sec, 282), A11 
unsold lands and town lots which have been offered for sale for unpaid 
taxes are stricken off to county, city, or town, and a certificate of pur- 
chase is issued (L. 1902, p. 126, sec, 164; C.S.A., ch. 142, sec. 234).

Sinco 1905 tho county tro&suror of Conojos County has bccn ox officio 
trcasuror of irrigation districts having thoir officos in Conojos County, 
and as tax colloctor, collocts taxos for such districts (L, 1905, p, 260, 
SCCe 213 CeSeAe, Che 90, soc, 459); and sinoo 1909 ho has had similer 
dutios for drainaco districts (Le 1909, pe 259, soc, 20; C.5.A., Che 57, 
scce 47).

XVII. PUBLIC TRUSTEE 


"The office of public trustoc was created by statute in 1894, follow- 
ing the 1893 panic’! and was initiatcd to protect people of small moans in 
the following particulars: (a) It gave a period of redemption not allowed 
under foreclosure by private trustees; (b) it kept dowm costs of foreclosure 
so that same would not be prohibitive" (IX Dicta, no. 1, p. 9). 


In counties of first and second class the public trustee is appointed 
by governor, and in counties of third class the county treasurer is public 
trusteo (L. 1894, p, 50, sec, 1; C.S.A4., ch, 40, sec, 53). As Conojos 
County is in third class for public trustee (L. 19335, p. 791, soc, 25; C.S.A^., 
che 40, sco, 57), the county treasurer is public trustee (Le 1894, pe 50, 
sec. 15; C.S,A,, ch, 40, soc, 53), Ho is required to give an additional 
bond as public trustec to be approved by board of countv commissioncrs (L. 
1894, p. 51, soc. 2; C.S.A., cx. 40, soc, 52). From 1894 to 1922 and since 
1937 his salary has been paid from foos collected by him as public trustee 
(Le 1894, p. 51, soc, 3; L. 1937, p. 962, soc. 1). From 1933 to 1937 the 
public trustee in counties of third class rocoivod no salary othor than 
that which he roceivod as county troasurer (L. 1923, p. 790, soc, 1; C.S.A,, 
ch, 40, Sec. 65). 
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As public trustee, the treasurer is required to file quarterly with 
the county commissioners a statement of all transactions, and upon approval 
of the report, pay into county treasury all sums received as fees in ex- 
cess of amount of salary due him to be placed in public trustee salary 
fund (Le 1894, pe 52, sece 33 CoSehs, Che 40, sece 563 Le 1937, pe 963, 
sece 1). As fees received by public trustee in Conejos County are not in 
excess of third class salary limit, no reports are filed with board of 
county commissioners (21 C, 144, 40 P, 362), 


The public trustee exercises powers of foreclosure and sale conferr.^ 
upon him by deed of trust (Le 1894, p. 51, sec. 33 Le 1937, pe 962, sec. l).

XVIII. SUPLRINTLADENT OF SCHOOLS 


The office of suporintendent of schools originated under torritorial 
law in 1861 (L. 1861, p. 155, sec, 8) and was continued in 1876 by state 
constitution (Const., art. XIV, soc, 8) and statute (C.L., soc. 2459; 
CeSeAce, ch. 45, soc, 174), The superintendent of schools is ex officio 
commissioner of lands (Const., arte IX, sece 6)o 


The first suporintcndent of schools of Conejos County was clected at 
the first general election held Decomber 2, 1861, The superintendent of 
sahools is elected bionnially (Le 1861, pe 155, sece 83 CoSehe, che 45, 
scce 174) and oxecutes an official bond which is approved bv board of 
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commissioners and filed in office of clerk and recorder (Le. 1861, pe 155, 
sec. 9, C.S.A,, Che 45, sece 174). Since 1935 Conejos County has been 
in fourth class for salary of superintendent of schools (Le. 1935, pe 3221, 
sece 23 CeSeAe, che 66, sece 59), which is the only compensation to which 
he is entitled (8 Cedo 401; 46 Pe 629). 


Duties of the superintendent of schools are ministerial and quasi- 
judicial (20 C.A,, 215; 77 Pe 978). He exercises supervision over school- 
of county (L. 1861, p, 156, sec. 203 C.SeAe, che 146, sec, 20) and is 
responsible to state superintendent of public instruction, to whom, since 
1861 he has been required to make an annual, detailed report (L. 1861, p. 
157, sec. 21; C.5.A., ch. 146, sece 19), The county superintendent must 
keep a record of his official acts, which is open to public inspection 
(Gele, SCCe 24663 C.S.A., che 146, sece 20). 


Since 1861 the superintendent has been required to receive annual 
statistical and financial reports and census lists of school districts from 
secretaries of board of district directors (L. 1861, p. 161, sec. 48; 
C.SeAe, che 146, sec, 105), Since 1883 it has been his duty to correct and 
revise these census lists (Le 1882, pe 270, sece 9: C.S.4., Che 146, sec. 
111). 


The county superintendent of schools is required to report annual 
census of mute and blind to president of board of trustees of institute 
for deaf and blind (Gele, SOC o 1902; C,S5,ÀA,., che 22, SOC o 33). 


Prior to 1877, the superintendent of schools was authorized to cause 
a tax to be levied for the support of schools to be collected by the col- 
lector of taxes in the same manner as county taxes (Le. 1861, pe 163, sec. 
65). From 1877 to 1891 the rate of levy for this general school fund was 
determined by the board of county commissioners within the statutory limits 
(GeLe, secs. 2245, 2509). Beginning in 1891 the superintendent of schools 
was required to certify to the board of county commissioners the amount 
necessary to be collected by the gencral school levy for the purpose of 
maintaining a public school in each district according to legal requirements 
(Le 1891, p, 316, soc, 1). As authorized in 1913, upon receipt of certifi- 
cation by tho assessor of the assessed valuation of all property within 
each school district, the superintendent of schools is required to notify 
the secretary of eack school district within the county the amount of the 
valuation for his district, whereupon cack school board is required to 
certify to the supcrintcndent of schools the amount necessary to raise by 
tex levy for the support of the district; from these reports the superin- 
tendent of schools must cortifv tho lovy of tho several school districts 
to the board of county commissioners (L. 1918, p. 528, sec, 3; C.S.À., ch. 
142, SCCe 47) e 


Since 1921, bofore the first day of October in oac:: year, the board 
of directors of eeck school district shall certify to the county supcrinten- 
dent the number of teachers omployed, or to be employod, in said school dis- 
trict during tho onsuing school yoar, the length of time during which the 
school will bo kept opon, and tho amount neccessary to pey eack teacher a 
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salary of $75 per month (Le 1921, p. 721, sec, 1; C.S,A,, Che 146, sec. 
240); whereupon before the date for the board of county commissioners to 
levy taxes for county purposes for the ensuing year, the county superin- 
tendent certifies to the board of county commissioners and to the county 
treasurer the amount of money necessary to be levied upon all the taxable 
property to provide that aggregate amount (L.e 1921, p, 722, sec. 2; 
CoSeAe, Che 146, sec. 241), The levy for this general school fund may 
not exceed five mills on the dollar of the assessed valuation of the tax- 
able county property (Le 1921, pe 722, sece 33 CeLeAe, Che 146, sec, 242). 


The superintendent is authorized to apvortion the general school fund 
among the several districts, basing the apportionment on the school census 
lists, and to certify this apportionment quarterly to the county treasurer 
(Le 1861, p. 156, sec, 17; C.S.A., ch, 146, secs, 27, 28); since 1877 the 
county superintendent has been required to publish annually a report of 
this &pportionmont (G.L., sec, 2466; C.S.A., che 146, sec. 20). If tho 
county fund raised by the statutory five mill limit for this levy proves 
to be insufficient, the county superintendont shall certify that fact and 
the amount nccossary to supply tho deficiency to thc state supcrintondent 
of public instruction, who thereupon apportions from staté school income 
funds additional amounts to mcot this deficiency (L. 1921, p. 724, soc. 7; 
CeSeAc, che 146, SCCe 247). 


Tho county superintendont shall withhold his certification of all 
apportionmonts of the gcneral school funds from any district that fails 
to comply with thc provisions of tho state compensation act of 1919 
(L. 1919, pe 755, soc, 137) which was amended in 1927 so as to roquiro 
the superintendent of schools to furnish to the statc industrial commis- 
sion, on form prescribed, the cstimated number of employees and the total 
amount to bo oxpended in salaries by cach school district during thc onc:- 
ing school yoar; whercupon this commission returns to the county superin- 
tendont of schools its statoment of the amount of premium duo the state 
compensation insurance fund from cach school district under his jurisdic- 
tion, from which figures the suporintcndent is required to notify cach 
school district board of the amount duc and direct that a warrant in pey- 
ment bo drawn upon the proper fund of such district (Le 1927, pe. 749, 
soce 8; C.S.A., ch. 97, soc, 416). 


Tho budgot law of 1932 roquiros the boards of diroctors of thc sevcoral 
school districts to submit annual budgcts of proposed oxpenditurcs to the 
supcrintendent of schools (L. 1983, p, 672, soc, 1285; C.S8,À., ch. 108, scc, 
12), 


From 1877 to 1883 county suvcrintcndents of schools of two or moro 
countics in any judicial district (Le 1883, p. 272, scc. 13) and from 
1883 to 1887 tho suporintondent of schools of any county (C.L., scc, 
3076), in which twcnty-fivo or moro toachors wished to hold a teachers! 
instituto, notifiod thc statc supcrintondoent of public instruction therc- 
of, and in return reccived from him notification of appointcd timc and 
placo of such instituto, and the county supcrintcndent of schools of any 
county in which such instituto was to bo hold reccived the ncccssary 
allotment of funds therefor (GeLe, soc. 2526; GeSe, soc. 3076). The laws 
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of 1887 divided the state into normal institute districts, authorized & 
normal institute to be held therein annually for instruction of teachers, 
the county superintendents within each district to select three of their 
number as an executive committee therefor; the funds for defraying expenses 
of such institute to be collected by executive committee from registration 
fees paid by teachers in attendance, from matching pavments to be made by 
counties, and from state funds; the superintendent of schools to add five 
per cent to averare standing in examination of each teacher in attendance 
(L. 1887, p. 402, sec. 39, amending G4,S., sec. 3076). In 1887 Conejos 
County was included in Normal Institute District Six (ibid.), and in 1891 
it was transferred to District Ten (Le 1891, pe 320, sec. 1), These 
statutes were repealed in 1929 (Le 1929, pe 602, sec. 1). 


Current qualifications for obtaining teaching certificates require 
that an applicant must have completod & four-year senior high school course, 
and additional orodits fror an approved institution of higher learning 
(Le 1923, pe 553, soc, 35; C.S.4., ch. 146, sec, 226). In 1937 the duty 
of conducting teachers? oxaminations and issuing tcachers' certificates, 
authorized since 1861 (Le 1861, pe 156, sece 203 CeSehe, che 146, sccs. 
227-229), was transforred from county superintendent to state superinten- 
dent of public instruction (L. 1937, pe 1141, sec. l)e 


The county supcrintendont of schools is required to keep a record 
of boundaries of each school district in his county (G.L., soc, 2470; 
C,S.A., ch. 146, soc, 24), and to propare a map of thc county, showing 
corroct boundaries of districts (L. 1887, p, 382, seo, 9; C,S.A,., ch, 146, 
soc. 24), Upon proper potition, he calls elections for voting on organi- 
zation, annoxation, or dissolution of school districts (Le 1861, pe 157, 
sece 22, C.S,À., ch. 146, soc, 64). 


The official oath and bond of the mombers of school district boards 
of dircctors are filed with the superintendent of schools (L. 1861, pe 157, 
sec. 273 CeSehe, che 146, sece 86) and he appoints a member to fill any 
vacancy that occurs on the board of directors of any school district to 
serve until the next school district election (G.L., sec, 2469, C.5.A., 
che 146, sec, 22). 


The superintendent of schools receives from the principal or teacher 
of every school a notification of the commencement of the school term, 
and & sworn report of school statistics at the close of the year (C.Le, 
sete 25063 C.S.A., che 146, sece 223). 


Since 1921 teachers have been required to subscribe to an oath of 
allegience in triplicate, one copy to be sent to state superintendent, 
one copy retained by county superintendent, and one cops sent to school 
district where te&cher is employed (L. 1921, p, 719, sec, 13 C.S.A^,, 
che 146, soc, 235). 


The compulsory education act of 1899, which required elomentary odu- 
cation for children between the ages of eight and sixteen in districts of 
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the first and second class (Le 1899, pe 340, sec» 1), was amended in 1903 
so as to include all school districts and to exclude children who have 
completed the eighth grade (L. 1903, pe 418, Sece l; C.E.A., Che 146,

written permit from the superintendent of schools (Le 1911, pe 233, sec. l; 
C,S.A., ch. 97, sec, 182), Children under sixteen must have an age and 
school certificate evidenced by last school census, to be approved only 

by superintendent of schools, or othor person authorized by school boards 
(Le 1911, p. 236, seog. 6, 7; C.S.Ah., ch. 97, secs. 187, 188). 


Since 1929 board of directors of third class school districts, duly 
authorized by a majority vote of qualified electors voting at a general 
election, have boen authorized to transport pupiis to and from school

to transport pupils must give bond to be fixed and approved by the supor- 
intendent of schools and filed in his office (L. 1929, p. 593, soc, 3;

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XIX. LAND COMMISSIONER 


Constitutionally the superintendent of schools has been ex officio 
commissioner of lands in Conejos County since 1876 (Const,, art, IX, sec. 
6). As such, until 1887 he was directed by state board of land commis- 
sioners composed of governor, superintendent of public instruction, secre- 
tary of state, and attorney general (G.L., sec, 2158) to sell sohool lands 
(GeLe, sec. 2199). He reported to state board of land commissioners con- 
dition of school lands located in county (G.Le, sec. 2202), and reported 
trespass or other injury to state lands to justice of the peace (C.L., sec. 
2188), The laws of 1887 transferred to state board of land commissioners 
all duties in connection with siate and school lands, except that of re- 
porting trespass thereon (L. 1887, p, 322, sec, 125; C.S.A,, ch. 124, sec. 
69). 


There are no records of the superintendent of schools as land commis- 
sioner in Conejos County. 


XX, — WATZR COMMISSIONZR 


In order to provide for an equitable apportionment of water to bo 
used for irrigation purposes from streams flowing through the various 
counties, the laws of 1861 authorized the appointment by a justice of tho 
poace of threc commissioncrs for such duty (L. 1861, p. 67, sec, 4); in 
1868 the probate judge was given authority to mako these appointments 
(R.S., 1868, p. 362, soce 4)3 and in 1872 tho number of commissioners was 
reduced to onc (Le 1872, pe 144, scce 2).

pe 61, soc, 1). In 1876 when tho constitution discontinuod passing special 
local laws roguleting county affairs (Const., art. V, scc, 25), this clec- 
tivo offico automatically cocsed. From 1877 to 1879 throc water commis- 
sioners appointed by tho county judge had supervision of irrigation in 
Conejos County (G.Le, scece 1375). 


In 1879 ten wator districts wore creatod for the Stato of Colorado 
(Le 1879, pe 97, soce 5), ono watcr commissioner to bo appointed by the 
govornor for cach district (L. 1879, p, 98, sec, 16; C.5.4L., ch. 90, soc, 
221). Thore aro now seventy wotcr districts in the Stato of Colorado 
(CoSeAe, Che 90, sccse 250-326), Watcr Districts 21 and 22, which cxter. 
into Concjos County, wero not ostablished until 1885 (L. 1885, pe 258, 
socSe 14, 153 C.SeAe, che 90, socse 270, 271). 


The watcr commissioncrs givo bond to bo fixod by boards of county 
commissioners of counties into which thcir districts may extend, to be 
approved by the fovernor and statc cnzinoor (Le 1887, pe “02, scce 1; 
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C.S,A,, ch. 90, sec, 321) and to be filed in the office of secretary of 
state (L. 1921, p. 484, sec, 3; C.S.A,., ch. 90, sec, 3239), 


The water commissioner of each water district extending into the 
county is paid by the day for time actually employed, and his verified 
statement of amounts due him, approved by state engineer or irrigation 
division engineer, is presented for payment to board of commissioners of 
each county into which each district extends (Lə 1921, p, 484, sec, 2; 
C,S.A., ch, 90, sec. 338), A Supreme Court decision says: "The legisla- 
ture has taken the matter of accounts to be kept and rendered by the wati.: 
commissioner out of requirements of Colorado Statutes Annotated, ch, 45, 
sece 43 which relates generally to claims exhibited to the board (of county 
commissioners), and has made a specific provision applicable to water com- 
missioners distinct from all other accounts and claimants" (82 C, 169, 172; 
257 P. 10935), Each county is required to meet its fractional share of 
total account, pro rated according to number of counties included in dis- 
trict (Le 1879, p. 106, sec, 36; C.S,.A., ch, 90, sec, 236). 


The water commissioner is a guard of public streams in his water dis- 
trict, and after being celled upon to distribute water, is actively employ- 
ed on line of streams in his district, supervising flow of water at head 
gates and waste gates, and keeping stream clear of unnecessary dams (Le 
1879, p. 99, sece 18; C.S.Ae, che 90, sece 333). AS evidence of his 
authority for division of water among several ditches, he keeps a refcrence 
book containing a brief statcment of contents of cortificates of water 
priority rights which have boen issued by tho district court to irriga- 
tion ditch owners in district (Le 1879, p. 104, sec, 30; C.S.A., ch. 90, 
sece 160). Since 1887 ho has been required to make annual reports to 
state cnginoor concerning amount of water diverted from public strcams in 
his district, and such other statistics &s may be required (Le 1887, pe 
298, scCe 93 CoSehe, che 90, scce 206). The water commissioners in dis- 
charge of his official duties is a polico officer invested with powers of 
constablo with authority to arrest persons intcrforing with thc dischargo 
of his dutics, violating his orders rclative to opcning or shutting down 
head gates or using watcr for irrigation purposes (L. 1889, p. 469, soc, 1; 
C,S,^., che 90, soc, 325).

rALe SURVEYOR 


The office of surveyor was established by statute in 1861 (Le 1861, 
Pe 73, sece 3) and contimed in 1876 by state constitution (Const., art. 
XIV, sec, 8) end statute (G.L., sec. 5435; C.5.A,., ch, 45, sec. 169), The 
first surveyor in Conejos County was elected in 1861 (Le 1861, pe 73, sec. 
3; C.S.À,., ch. 45, sec, 169). He is elected for two years and gives bond 
of $1000 to board of county commissioners, to be approved by (Le 1861, p. 
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102, sec. 1; C.S.,A., ch, 45, sec, 169) and filed with county clerk (R.S., 
1868, pe 488, sec. 20, C.S.A., che 117, sece 19). No statutory provisions 
have been made concerning compensation of county surveyor. Since 1933 no 
surveyor for Conejos County is shown in the list of elected officers as j.b- 
lished in the statutes (List of County Officers, L. 1935, p. 14). If the 
office of county surveyor is at any time vacant, the board of county com- 
missioners is empowered to appoint some suitable person to perform duties 

of an elective surveyor until a county surveyor is elected (G.L., sece 547; 
C.S.A,, che 45, seo, 1723). 


It is the surveyor!s duty to execute any survey by order of court or 
upon application of any individual or corporation (Le 1861, p. 102, sec. 3; 
C.S,A,, ch, 45, sec, 171), He is required to keep a record of all surveys, 
preserve a copy of field notes and calculations of each survey, and furnish 
a certified plat to any person requiring same (Le 1861, p. 102, sec, 4; 
CeSeAe, che 45, sec, 172). 


The surveyor is required to report to board of county commissioners 
whether or not legal requirements of 1883 concorning construction on toll 
roads have boen met (Le 1883, pe 287, sec, 2; C.S.^., ch. 145, sec, 71); 
to survey sites for reservoirs to irrigate arid land, as authorized by act 
of 1903 (L. 1903, p, 262, soc. 13 C.S.A., che 90, soc. 93), suporvising 
construction of same (Le 190%, p, 262, soc, 2; C.3.^., ch, 90, soc, 94), 
and to filo with board of county commissioners a plat of such land (Le 
1908, p. 264, sece 33 CoSeA., che 90, sec. 95), for which duty compensation 
is specified (L, 1902, p. 264, sec. 6; C.C.A., ch. 90, sec, 98). Tho 
county surveyor surveys the acre claimed for right cf building a powder 
houso (Le 1865, p. 96, sec, 25; C.S.ÀA., ch. 64, soc. 9). He may assist 
state engincer in establishing county boundarv lines and furnishing a 
description of lincs to boarc of county commissioncrs (L4, 1887, p. 238,

From 1877 to 1907, tho physicians and midwivos worc roquircd to filc 
quarterly rcports of births and deaths with tho clork of the board of ! 
health of the county or town in which thev occurrod (GeL., scce 2120), 
and in turn such board of health was roquircd to report annually to the 
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state board of health all marriages, births, and deaths within its dis- 
trict (G.L., seo, 2121), In 1907 the statutes provided for local regis- 
trars of vital statistios to be appointed by the state board of health 
(Le 1907, pe 239, sec, 4; C.S,A,, ch. 78, sec, 107).

A county arriculturist, to be appointed by the board of county com- 
missioners upon proper petition, was authorized by Colorado statute in 
1913 (Le 1913, pe 17, sec. 1). The federal Smith-Lever Act of May 8, 1914 
inaugurated agricultural extension work to be carried on by agricultural 
colleges in cooperation with the United States Department of Agriculture 
for the purpose of diffusing practical information on subjects relating to 
agriculture and home economics, and to oncourage the application thoreof 
through instruction, demonstration, and publication ($8 Stat. Le, pe 372, 
sec, 1), funds to be provided from pormanent fodoral, stato, and county 
appropriations (ibid,, sec, 2). Tho memorandum of undorstanding for the 
conduct and administration of extension worl: in Colorado was signed by 
Ae Ae Edwards, Presidont, The Statc Board of Africulture, and by Chas, A. 
Lory, President, The State Agricultural Colloge of Colorado, on June 20, 
1914, and by D.e Fe Houston, Secretary of Agriculture, Au ust 22, 1914 
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were acccpted for the Stato of Colorado by tho goncral assombly, April 12, 
1915 (L. 1915, p. 15, soc, 1; C.S.A., ch. 38, soc, 11).
